Herald.)— That  the  end  of  the  tele- 
graphers' strike  on  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific and  Gi*eat  Northern  railroads  is 
near  setTns  certain.  The  only  uncer- 
tainty is  how  it  ♦till  end.  The  predic- 
tion waa  made  here,  pince  the  report 
from  Sioux  City,  Iowa,  of  wholesale 
desertions  of  men  from  the  union 
cause  on  the  WiUmar  and  Sioux  Falls 
division  of  the  Groat  Northern,  that 
the  strikers  had  lott^  and  that  from 
that  time  there  wxuld  be  landslides  in 
lavi>r   of    the    railroads. 

This  was  offset  today  by  a  special 
telegram  from  Helena,  Mont.,  quoting 
J.  J.  Dermody,  fourth  vice  presidtnt 
of  the  Order  of  Railway  Telegraphers, 
wlio  has  charge  of  the  striTtt-  on  both 
railroad  systems  in  Montana,  as  say- 
ing: 

•Withing  forty-eight  hours  the  pub- 
lic will  learn  that  the  strike  is  over. 
We  are  on  the  eve  of  a  victory.  In 
fact  it  is  over  now  except  to  arrange 
the  final  tenns  of  settlement,  which 
will  be  advantageous  to  the  men  who 
stood    together  for   living   wages." 

General  Manager  Horn  of  the  North- 
ern Pacific  road,  when  told  of  the 
statement  made  byJH'  Dermody,  said 
to    the    As.xociated    Press: 

"That  is  a  big  bluff  to  hold  the  men 
together.  They  are  afraid  of  a  land- 
slide. Our  own  chairman,  Holmes,  who 
is  in  charge  of  the  strikers  on  our 
road,  is  anxious  to  call  the  strike  off 
because  he  realizes  the  hopelessness 
of  continuing  the  struggle  and  he  wants 
to  save  the  positions  which  are  still 
open  to  our  old  men.  We  issued  a 
proclamation  to  our  men  last  Tuesday 
giving  them  until  noon  today  to  come 
back  and  thus  reserve  their  relative 
rank  as  our  employes.  They  are 
afraid  that  the  men  will  take  advant- 
age of  this  offer,  as  many  have  done 
and  as  many  more  will  do.  President 
Perham  has  ridiculed  this  ultimatum 
from  us.

Portsmouth.  Aug.  12.— The  meeting  of 
the  peace  conference  this  morning  was 
brief.

The  Russian  reply  was  delivered 
by  M.  Witte  and  the  meeting  was  ad- 
journed to  give  Baron  Koraura  and  his 
colleagues  opportunity  to  examine  the 
document.  M.  Witte  indicated  court- 
eously that  he  would  expect  the  same 
expedition  in  »b©  Japanese  response  as 
had  been  observed  in  the  preparation 
of  the  Russian  reply  and  this  was  read- 
ily assented  to.  The  Russian  envoys 
returned  to  the  hotel  while  the  Japan- 
ese remained  at  the  navy  yard. 

The  official  statement  regarding  this 
morning's  session  was  given  out  by 
Mr.  Sato  at  11:15,  accompanying  it 
with  the  explanation  that  it  was  aji 
official  statement,  to  which  both  sides 
had  agreed.     It  is  as  follows: 

In  the  sitting  of  Saturday,  Aug.  12, 
their  excellencies,  the  plenipotentiaries  | 
of  Ru.ssia,  have  hajided  their  reply.  In 
writing,  to  the  note  pre.senle-d  to  them 
on  Thursday  by  the  envoys  of  Japan. 
It  has  been  decided  that  the  next 
meeting  will  take  place  after  the  Jap- 
anese envoys  have  examined  and 
studied  the  reply  received,  which  will 
be  at  3  o'clock  this  afternoon,  or  to- 
morrow at  the  same  hour." 

The  Associated  Press  is  in  a  position 
to  state  that  the  Japanese  believe  the 
Russians  have  been  laying  the  founda- 
tion for  the  claim  that  the  responsi- 
bility for  a  rupture,  if  one  comes,  will 
have  been  due  to  their  Intransigent 
attitude.  They  have  decided,  in  case 
cf  a  break,  to  take  steps  to  disprove 
any  such  claim.

Portsmouth,  N.  H..  Aug.  12.— The 
Ru.ssian  reply  to  the  Japanese  condi- 
tions of  peace  was  delivered  by  M. 
Witte  to  Baron  Komura  this  morning. 
The  heat  was  almost  unendurable  when 
the  Japanese  and  Russian  envoys  set 
out  for  the  navy  yard  about  9  o'clock. 
The  mercury  was  dancing  in  the  nine- 
ties on  the  veranda  of  the  hotel,  not  a 
breath  of  air  was  stirring,  bay  and 
shore  seemed  swooning  in  the  tropical 
atmosphere.  The  foreigners  were  fair- 
ly overcome.  They  were  mopping 
brows  as  they  left  the  hotel.  The  grim, 
serious  business  on  hand  on  the  issue 
of  which  the  whole  world  waits  breath- 
lessly seemed  to  be  temporarily  forgot- 
ten in  the  general  execration  of  the 
weather.  M.  Witte  and  M.  Takahira, 
who  have  suffered  particularly  from 
the  unprecedented  heat  wave  which  has 
held  this  vaunted  summer  resort  in  its 
relentness  grip  for  three  days,  looked 
almost  worn  out.  Baron  Komura  with 
M  Takahira  and  M.  Witte  with  Baron 
Rosen  were  taken  to  the  navy  yard  in 
automobiles  while  the  secretaries  and 
attaches  of  the  missions  went  over  m 
a  launch.  The  latter  greeted  each  other 
on  the  wharf  with  smiles,  but  there  was 
little  cordiality  and  no  fraternizing. 
The  few  remarks  exchanged  were  slm- 


if  their  minds  were  made  up.  They 
would  discuss  nothing.  There  seemg 
good  warrant  for  the  statement  that 
two  of  the  minor  conditions  were 
included  for  the  purpose  of  bargaining. 
But  that  the  other  side  substance  must 
stand.  In  this  condition  of  affairs  there 
must  be  stirrender  on  one  side  or  the 
other  or  the  war  will  go  on.

W^hen  the  meeting  adjourned  the 
envoys  of  each  side  retired  to  their  re- 
spective private  communication  rooms. 
M.  Witte  decided,  in  view  of  the  pos- 
sibility of  a  meeting  this  afternoon, 
not  to  return  to  the  hotel,  and  tele- 
phoned that  morning  newspapers  and 
any  telegrams  that  had  arrived  for 
him  should  be  sent  to  the  yard.  Mr. 
Sato  alone  of  the  attaches  came  back 
to  the  hotel,  bringing  the  official  ac- 
count of  the  meeting  to  the  news- 
paper corresp*  ndents  there,  wlio  were 
In  waiting.  Mr.  Sato  declined  to  sup- 
plement the  official  statement  with 
any  other  information. 

The  action  of  Baron  Komura.  in  an- 
nouncing at  once,  on  delivery  of  the 
Russian  response,  that  the  Japanese 
would  be  prepared  to  meet  the  Russian 
envoy.s  aguln,  at  either  3  o'clock  today 
or  tomorrow  at  the  same  hour,  pro- 
duced a  distinctly  unfavorable  impres- 
sion. T(^  fix  the  time  of  meeting  in  ad- 
vance of  an  examination  of  the  reply 
was  .ntenireted  as  evidence  that 
the  Japanese  mind  was  made  up,  and 
that  such  concessions  as  they  were 
prepared  to  make  had  been  agreed  on 
in  advance,  and  only  remained  to  be 
formulated.

WITTE'S  REPLY 

To  Japanese  Note  Is  Courteous 
But  Firm. 

Portsmouth.  Aug.  12. — The  Russian 
reply  to  the  Japanese  terms  delivered 
by  M.  Witte  to  Baron  Komura  was 
outlined  in  the  Associated  Press  dis- 
patches last  night.  On  the  two  points 
— indemnity  and  cession  of  Sakhalin 
— it  declines  to  admit  discussior.. 
Other  conditions  are  accepted  condi- 
tionally. It  is  long,  taking  up  the 
condilons  seratirn  and  setting  forth 
the  rea.sons  and  arguments  for  the  de- 
cision reached  In  each  ca.se.  The  ar- 
gument against  the  payment  of  an  in- 
demnity and  of  the  cession  ot  terri- 
tory is  based  on  the  theory  that  Russia 
is  not  responsible  for  the  war  and  that 
as  Russia  is  .still  prepared  to  continue 
the  fight  and  has  sought  this  meeting 
not  as  a  vanquished  foe  begging  for 
terms,  but  because  fche  sincerely  de- 
sired peace  If  honorable  peace  is  pos- 
sible. Therefore  she  could  neither 
agree  to  foot  Japan's  bill  for  war  ex- 
penses nor  cede  territory.  The  argu- 
ment  can   be  fairly  stated  as  follows: 

Russia  is  not  vanciulshed.  She  haa 
suffered  reverses,  but  she  is  not 
obliged  to  accept  peace  at  any  cost 
She  desires  peace  now  as  she  always 
has.  even  before  Japan  opened  hostil- 
ities. That  she  did  not  court  war  wae 
evident  by  the  fact  that  she  was  not 
prepared  for  war.  Russia  could  pos- 
sibly be  properly  accused  of  only  one 
thing— of  having  given  the  occasion 
which  Japan  was  seeking  for  and  for 
which  Japan  had  been  prepared  to 
make  war  upon  her.  The  responsibil- 
ity for  the  war  therefore  fails  on 
Japan  and  not  on  Russia. 

It  can  be  said,  however,  that  al- 
though firm  on  the  main  points.

Rom* 
was  not  built  in  a  day.  Our  industrial 
system  of  this  moment  is  the  result  of 
a  hundred  years  growth.  So  labor  must 
carefully  and  wisely  make  its  way  for- 
ward through  a  progressive,  evolution- 
ary course. 

"There  have  been  strikes  during  the 
very  recent  past  that  have  been  entire- 
ly uncalled  for,  and  which  have  done  the 
labor  movement  more  harm  than  good. 
1  have  in  mind  a  strike  in  my  own  city 
sonie  two  years  ago,  where  the  unions 
by  one  effort  a  year  previous,  and  with- 
out a  strike,  liad  secured  a  reduction  la 
working  hours  from  twelve  to  eight  In 
every  Hour  mill  in  Minneapolis.  The 
next  year  they  went  alter  still  more. 
The  Minneapolis  mills  were  the  only 
ones  which  recognized  the  eight  hour 
day,  and  the  unions  were  in  duty 
bound  to  organize  the  flour  mills  of  the 
country  before  they  should  ask  for  any- 
thing more  from  the  Minneapolis  mills. 
The  mill  owners  attempted  to  reason 
w  1th  the  union  along  this  line,  but  with- 
out results.  A  strike  was  called,  and 
as  it  was  inopportune  and  hasty,  the 
men  lost.  The  loss  too  was  heavy,  for 
it  not  only  was  a  sacrifice  of  many 
years  in  unionism  for  ilour  mill  em- 
ployes, but  all  organized  workingmon

Woodland  people  will  soon  know  the 
"bob-tail"  service  from  Hunter's  Park 
out  no  more.  General  Manager  Warren 
of  the  street  railway  company  sajs 
that  in  two  or  three  weeks  more  it 
will  be  dispensed  with  and  a  double 
truck  car  service  run  clear  to  the  end 
of  the  Woodland  Une.  The  company 
is  even  getting  ready  for  this  change, 
which  will  be  an  important  one  for  peo- 
ple living  in  Woodla/id  and  for  whica 
they  have  been  asking  tor  some  time. 
It  will  do  away  with  the  wait  at  Hun. 
ter's  Park  for  the  small  car  which  has 
been  running  from  Hunter's  Park  to 
W^oodland,  which  proved  very  disagree- 
able in  wet,  cold  or  extraordinarily  hot 
weather. 

So  far  as  known  there  will  be  no 
change  in  the  time  schedule  but  it  will 
necessitate  the  getting  of  another 
double  track  car  for  the  Woodland  line, 
running  three  instead  of  two  as  at  pres- 
ent. 

The  company  is  at  present  making 
preparations  for  getting  the  Woodland 
line  ready  for  the  change.

HINTS  ON  SWIMMING. 

Begin  Early— How  to  Behave 
In  Deep  Water. 

"At  this  time  of  the  year  plant  onions." 
says  the  old  almanlc,  and  "at  this  time 
of  the  year  learn  how  to  swim,"  says  the 
swimming  teacher.  They  u.sed  to  say 
that  the  best  way  to  teach  a  boy— or  a  girl 
for  that  matter— how  to  swim  was  to  Just 
throw  him,  or  her,  off  the  pier.  That  may 
be  all  right  but  the  boy  might  drown  and 
the  coroner  might  be  inquisitive.  It  is 
cheaper  to  get  instructions  In  the  regular 
way— and  there  Is  a  good  deal  more  fun 
in  It,  {iccQxding  ig  the  Brooklyn  Eaale. 
Sesides,  when  &  bCy  knows  how  to  swim 
it  rests  his  mother's  mind  to  a  great  ex- 
tent for  she  Is  perfectly  aware  of  the 
fact  that  he  Is  going  in  the  water  anyhow 
—swim  or  no  swim.  Some  of  us  may  recall 
that  note  of  warning  sounded  by  the 
anxious  mother  who  cried  to  her  honeful 
heir:  "Johnnie,  don't  you  never  go  into 
no  water  till  you  know  how  to  swim/

The  process  when  in  full  operation  look.s  | 
as  if  the  instructor  were  a  fisherman,  and 
had  just  hooked  a  big  fish.    In  reality  the 
apparatus   consists   only   of  a   stout  cord  , 
run  over  a  sliding  pulley  on  a  wire  above  ] 
the  tank.    At  tlie  water  end   the  pupil  Is 
attached  by  a  sling  around  the  chest.    He 
Is   thus   held   in    the    proper   position   and 
learns    the    strokes    at    the    same    time, 
being  perfectly  confident  that  he  will  not 
sink.     After   he   has   been    practicing   for 
several    lessons,    the   instructor   eases   off 
the    line,    and    the    first    thing   the    pupil 
knows  he  is  swimming  without  any  sup- 
port whatever.    Then  the  fisherman  grins 
and  remarks: 
"Say,  vou  are  swimming,  boy." 
And    from    that    time    forward   the   boy 
can  swim,   sure  enough. 

Among  the  thousands  of  bathers  that 
one  sees  at  the  beaches  about  New  York 
it  is  not  likely  that  more  than  10  per  cent 
are  actually  good  swimmers.  The  great 
number  of  lives  lost  on  the  steamer  Gen. 
Slocum  would  indicate  that  the  percent- 
age was  even  lower  than  this.  Even 
among  expert  swimmers  there  is  a  good 
deal  of  bungling.  The  average  swimmer 
who  goes  in  from  a  simall  boat  into  deep 
water  usually  dives  from  the  side  of 
the  boat,  thereby  running  the  risk  of  an 
up.«et;  whereas  if  he  would  dive  from  the 


stern  there  would  be  no  danger  at  al 
Nearly  every  swimmer  swallows  consider 
able  water.  This  may  be  avoided  to  «. 
great  extent  if  the  breathing  is  correct. 
One  should  never  Inhale  in  commencing 
a  stroke,  but  wlien  tlie  arms  are  reaching 
backward  and  the  stroke  Is  nearly  finish- 
ed, a  deep  breath  should  be  taken.  A 
good  thing  to  remember  is  that  craml* 
may  be  overcome  when  far  from  assist- 
ance if  prompt  action  is  taken.  The 
trouble  generally  is  that  when  seized  with 
cramp  one  loses  one's  i^resence  of  mind. 
The  first  thing  to  remember  is  to  get  to 
shore  as  soon  as  possible.  If  tlie  cramp 
should  be  in  the  legs  one  should  swim 
with  the  hands.  If  the  hands  are  afflict- 
ed, lie  on  the  back  and  use  the  legs. 
When  the  leg  or  the  arm  Is  afflicted  it 
should  be  moved  as  rapidly  as  possible,  no 
matter  how  painful  the  operation  may  be. 
Cramp  generally  is  a  result  of  indigestion, 
and  for  this  reaison  one  should  never  go 
into  the  water  soon  after  eating.  Another 
thing  that  all  swimmers  should  learn  is 
to  undress  in  the  water,  so,  if  they  acci- 
dentally fall  overboard  they  may  not  be 
hampered  with  clothing.  It  requires  a 
great  deal  of  practice  to  do  this,  but  the 
art  may  be  learned.  The  coat  may  be 
taken  off  when  treading  water,  and  other 
parts  of  the  -clothing  may  be  taken  off 
while  one  floats  or  swims  on  the  back. 
Of  course  there  are  many  other  .things 
that  one  may  learn  to  do  in  the  water, 
and  several  of  them  will  come  to  one 
naturally  as  he  becomes  more  and  more 
accustomed  to  swimming.

TAFT  TALKS 
TO  FILIPINOS 

will  Not  Get  Self  Govern- 
ment Until  They  Arc 
Prepared. 

Manila,  Aug.  12. — A  banquet  given  hy 
natives  to  the  Taft  party,  tonight,  at- 
tracted great  Interest  as  it  was  expected 
that  Secretary  Taft  would  outline  the 
policy  at  the  present  administration. 
For  some  time  past  the  feeling  among 
the  natives  has  been  that  the  adminis- 
tration was  deviating  from  the  McKln- 
ley  policy  and  as  a  result  there  has 
been  a  noticeable  disaffection  among 
politicians  with  the  Insular  govern- 
ment aTid  also  much  unrest. 

This  attitude  was  met  fearlessly  by 
Secretary  Taft.  who  japheld  the  ad- 
ministration policy.  When  he  finished 
his  address  he  was  loudly  applauded. 
He  said  In  part,  in  r-sponse  to  the 
toast,  'The  Present  Administration  In 
the  Philippines:" 

"President  Roosevelt,  with  the  major- 
ity of  the  American  i>eople  believe  that 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  United  States  to 
prei>are  the  Filipinos  for  self  govern- 
ment win  be  left  to  the  Individuals  whe 
control  the  two  nations  at  that  time. 
It  follows  that  the  president,  and  he 
himself  desires  me  to  say  this  to  the 
Filipinos,  feels  charged  with  the  duty 
of  proceeding  on  this  policy  and  main- 
taining the  sovereignty  of  the  United 
States  here  as  an  instrument  of  tlie 
gradual  education  and  elevation  of  the 
whole  of  the  Filipino  people  to  a  self 
governing  community."

The  "Automatic  Locomotive  Control" 
Is  the  name  of  the  new  device.  The 
controlling  power  by  which  the  engine 
Is  stopped  is  electricity,  while  the  oper- 
ating power  is  compressed  air  taken 
from  the  train  line  pipe.  A  battery  at 
sheet  the  bottom  of  the  signal  post  connected 
with  a  copper  plate  at  the  top  of  the 
post,  which  in  turn  is  connected  with  a 
roller  arm  on  the  arm  of  the  signal 
post  and  a  short  rail  In  the  middle  of 
the  railroad  track,  completes  the  mech- 
anism of  the  system  as  far  as  the 
track  is  concerned. 
On  the  engine  is  a  small  wheel  which 


comes  in  contact  with  the  short  wheel 
B  in  the  center  of  the  track.  Here  also 
is  what  Is  known  as  a  "pony"  truck 
wheel  and  a  copper  disk  with  an  eleo- 
trlc  brush  Avhich  is  connected  with  a 
throttle  closing  cylinder.  The  air  from 
the  train  line  pipe  is  taken  up  through 
the  cylinder,  which  is  controlled  by  an 
electric  magnet  on  top  of  the  cylinder. 

With  the  signals  and  the  engines 
equipped  In  such  a  manner  any  englna 
attempting  to  pass  a  signai  set  at 
"block"  will  autonraiically  be  brought 
to  a  standstill.  The  trolley  wheel  com- 
ing In  contact  with  the  short  rail  in  the 
center  of  the  track  aJ'.d  the  pony  truck 
wheel  coming  In  contact  with  the  mala 
rail,  completes  the  circuit  which 
charges  the  magnet  and  In  this  way 
automatically  closes  the  throttle  and 
sets  the  brakes.  On  the  other  hand, 
when  the  signal  Is  set  "clearance"  there 
If  no  circuit  completed  and  the  train 
passes  the  signal  post  untouched. 

Some  advauitages  of  tlie  syst^?m  are 
that  in  case  the  engineer  Is  dead  or 
asleep  and  the  signal  is  set  against  liina 
the  train  is  brought  to  a  stop  without 
loss  to  the  company  or  Injury  to  the 
train.  The  system  is  such  that  should 
a  train  break  in  two  or  an  air  hose 
break  the  engine  Is  shut  down,  as  the 
throttle  works  in  harmony  with  the 
breaks,  and  as  the  breaks  are  set  the 
throttle  will  close.  The  system  also 
throws  a  safeguard  around  the  traval- 
Ing  public  In  the  case  of  a  derail,  for 
if  the  signal  is  set  at  block  the  en- 
gine will  be  stopped  before  the  derail 
Is  reached. 

Railroad  men  who  have  examined  Mr.

Joseph  Oudlcttc  Gets  Be- 
yond His  Depth  While 
Bathing;. 

Sank  Before  Companions 

Could  Come  to  His 

Assistance. 


While  wading  In  the  shallow  water 
on  the  shore  near  the  foot  of  Four- 
teenth avenue  west,  Joseph  Ouellette, 
the  14-year-old  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Charles  Ouellette  of  1430  West  FMrst 
street,  stepped  Into  a  deep  hole  and 
was  drowned  before  help  could  reach 
him. 

The  accident  happened  about  11 
o'clock   this   morning.    About   fifteen  or

The  boys  made  several  attempts  to 
reach  the  body  by  diving,  but  unsuc- 
cessfully, and  the  alarm  was  th*n  given. 

The  life  saving  crt-w  respondtd  to  the 
call,  and  after  dragging  the  spot  for  a 
few  minutes,  recovered  the  body. 

The  boy  was  in  the  water  over  an 
hour,  and  all  signs  of  life  were  extinct. 

Coroner  McCutn  arrived  on  the  scene 
shortly  af tt  r  the  body  was  found.  He 
cross-examined  a  number  of  the  boys 
who  were  present  when  the  accident  oc- 
curred, and  after  hearing  their  testi- 
mony decided  that  no  inquest  would  be 
nece,«?sary,  and  that  death  was  due  to 
accidental  drowning.

SWEDISH     REST.\.URANrrS. 

Few  Swedish  restaurants  flourish  in 
New  York,  says  the  Sun.  The  many 
thou.sand  Swedes  in  the  city  are  widely 
scattered  in  little  colonies  throug-hout 
all  of  the  boioughs.  and  few  of  these 
little  groups  are  able  to  support  a  res- 
taurant devoted  especially  to  their  na- 
tive cooking. 

One  reason  why  It  Is  difflcult  to  keep 
distinctively  Swedish  restaurants  go- 
ing in  New  York  is  that  the  Swedes 
are  domestic  in  their  habits.  Many 
who  have  not  homes  of  their  own  are 
F€r\ant3  In  the  homes  of  others. 

An  article  that  is  characteristic  of 
the  true  Swedish  restaurant  is  a  fruit 
soup,  usually  thickened  with  corn- 
starch. A  puree  of  apples  or  of  pears 
sounds  a  little  odd,  but  such  purees 
there  are;  also  a  puree  of  prunes. 
These  fruit  soups  are  served  cold,  and 
oftener  in  summer  than  In  winter. 
Even  persons  not  accustomed^to  Swed-  J 
ish  co-jkin^  profess  to  like  the  fruit ; 
soups. 

In  the  matter  of  meats  and  vege-  ^ 
tables  the  Swedish  restaurants  are  | 
much  like  others.  There  is  among  | 
Sv.edes  of  wealth  a  somewhat  extra-  j 
vagant  tradition  as  to  the  table,  but  I 
most  Swedish  immigrants  bring  with  j 
them  a  different  tradition,  and  the  j 
Swedish  restaurants  of  New  York  do ' 
not  rceflct  the  luxury  of  .Stockholm.  1 
Desserts,  however,  are  of  many  kinds,  J 
and  rice  is  much  used  in  making  pud-  j 
dini?s.  As  might  be  expected,  only  a, 
few  fruits  are  much  used  in  Swedish  I 
cooking.  The  banana  is  usually  a  j 
curiosity  to  the  Swedish  immigrant;  he! 
rarely  sees  it  .at  home.  , 

One  berry     is     largely  Imported   Into' 
this  country  from  .Sweden — the  lingon,  I 
sometlmea  called     the     Swedish     cran- ' 
berry.

Mae  MacGown  was  a  popular  girl 
when  she  left  here  a  year  ago  for  L<*a 
Angeies.  where  slie  wa^  engaged  to  play 
a  pipe  organ  in  the  Broadway  Avenue 
Christian  church.  She  was  sent  by  the 
church  to  Paris  to  study, 
there'  but  a  few  weeks  when  she  an- 
nounced in  a  letter  to  Mrs.  E.  E.  Her- 
ring uf  this  city  that  she  was  Just  leav- 
ing for  Alx  la  Chapelle,  accompanied 
by  an  English  friend. 

"My  friends  go  on  with  me  as  far 
as  Rouen."  wrote  the  girl,  "and  then 
I  travel  the  balance  of  the  way  to  my 
little  dovecote  alone." 

The  note  is  mysterious  to  friends  here. 
It  develops  that  Los  Angeles  people 
have  been  hunting  for  the  pretty  young 
organist  for  five  months,  and  the  United 
States  consul  in  Paris  has  been  assist- 
ing in  the  search. 

After  it  became  definitely  known  in 
Los  Angeies  that  Miss  MacGown  was 
lost,  Harvey  Antrobus  announced  that 
he  had  been  engaged  to  marry  her  and 
that  he  loved  her  desperately.

A  rather  remarkable  state  of  affairs 
has  developed  In  two  islands,  Zanzibar 
and  Pemba,  off  the  African  coast,  as 
the  re.«ult  of  a  government  decree 
abolishing  slavery,  says  the  Kansas 
City  Star.

"The  Pit."  the  stage  version  by 
Chauncey  Pollock  of  Frank  Norrls's 
famous  novel  was  presented  at  the  Ly- 
ceum last  evening,  by  William  A. 
Brady's  company  with  the  renowned 
Wilton  Lackaye  in  the  leading  role.  It 
was  the  Initial  performance  of  the  play 
for  this  season,  but  the  company  is  al- 
most Identical  with  that  which  closed 
in  the  play  last  season  and  there  was 
nothing  to  mark  it  as  the  first  profluc- 
tion  after  a  vacation  except  the  very 
long  intermissions  between  acts,  re- 
quired by  the  placing  of  settings  for 
the  act-"?.  So  long  were  these  that  it 
was  within  five  minutes  of  midnight 
v.hen  the  curtain  went  down  on  the 
final  scene. 

The  play  of  "The  Pit,"  like  nearly  all 
dramatizations  of  Novels,  leaves  the 
pt-rson  who  read.s  the  work  with  a 
sense  of  Incompleteness,  of  so  much 
lost  that  is  nne  that  he  can  hardly 
feel  else  than  disaptK>intment.  Out  of 
the  Norri.s  wcrk,  a  melodrama  with 
mueh  incident  and  vitality,  has  been 
created,  but  viewed  artistically,  the 
play  is  not  of  high  rank.  All  things 
considered,  it  is  really  Lackaye.  and 
the  imper.sonation  of  Curtis  Jadwin,  ,. 
tlie  dominant  Hgure,  %vhich  one  re- 
memers,  and  not  the  play.  It  teaches 
a  les»jn,  or  rather  two  of  them,  but 
the  subje<as  are  not  new.  One  is  the  ^ 
evil  of  speculation,  and  the  other  the 
danger  of  neglect  of  home  life  in  the 
al>.«!orption  of  business. 

This  was  the  first  time  that  Wilton 
Lackaye  has  be<-n  seen  here,  in  a 
strong  role  at  least,  but  so  conspicuous 
nas  been  his  name  in  connection  with 
successful  productions  during  the  past 
ten  ycai-s  or  more  that  it  was  hardly 
like  welcoming  a  stranger.  The  p.art 
of   Curtis  Jadwin    is   not   a  great   one,

stanee,  as  did  his  great  creation  of 
Svengali,  but  he  Is  intense,  vivid,  com-  1 
mandign  and  truthful  in  his  portrayal.

Miuek  at  any  moment,  and  most  strik- 
ing j)robablv.  is  the  humanness  of  the 
paVt  he  plays.

Waist  sleeves  and 
skirt  are  all  fashioned  en  forme—that  la, 
the  lace  Is  designed  and  worked  exactly 
to  shape,  so  that  there  Is  no  piecing  or 
cutting  when  the  robe  cornea  to  be 
mounted.

Time  was  when  the  winter  gown  could 
not  possibly  make  an  appearance  after 
Enstcr;  and  the  summer  frocks  were  laid 
away  In  camphor,  or  Us  equivalent  once 
the  Indian  summer  had  gone — and  even 
that  date  was  looked  upon  as  unduly  pro> 
longing  the  season. 

Dut  now  pretty  much  the  same  ma- 
terials prevail  for  formal  frocks  the  year 
around,  and  the  summer-time  dinner 
gown  and  dancing  frock,  if  they  have 
withstood  the  ravages  of  wear,  can  well 
be  nsod  for  the  dinner  and  the  dnnee  In 
town  later.

La.st  year  a  permanent  earning  ground 
was  secured  at  Deerwood.  The  tents  are 
pitched  on  the  shore  of  the  lake  and  the 
boys  have  free  access  to  a  tine  bathing 
beach  and  opportunity  for  all  kinds  of 
water  sports.

It  is  with  drink  (that  is  non-reactive 
stimulants)  very  much  the  same  as 
with  food;  viz..  one  who  takes  vigor- 
ous exercise  in  the  open  air  can  eat 
and  drink  with  more  or  less  Impunity. 
If  the  eating  and  drinking  take  place 
at  proper  times. 

Tea.  according  to  my  way  of  think- 
ing. Is  not  so  wholesome  a  beverage  as 
coffee.  (Of  this  more  anon.)  Tea  Is 
an  astringent,  and.  as  is  frequently 
made,  It  is  detrimental  In  its  effect 
upon  both  the  stomach  and  the  inteS". 
tines.  The  most  harmful  results  come 
from  the  tannin  when  the  tea  is  al- 
lowed to  draw  more  than  a  few  mo- 
ments. 

Tea  should  not  be  used  without  the 
addition  of  cream  or  milk    (the  exact 
[opposite  as  applied  to  coffee).     I  know 
this   is  diametrically   opposed   to   gen- 
erally  accepted   opinion;    but  there   is 
I  a  physiological  reason.     The  lining  of 
I  the  stomach  of  an  habitual  tea  drink- 
er   (when    milk    is    not    used)    is    like 
1  parchment.      In    confirmation    of    this 
theory,  which  I  have  held  for  years,  1 
;  will  quote  from  an  able  article  which 
appeared    In    the    New   York    Press. 
'      "Why    do    you    take    milk    In    tea? 
"  Most    persons    would    answer,    because 
we  like  it  that  way.     But  the  scientists 
'■  have  discovered  a  deeper  reason,  plac- 
ing the   custom   on      purely      scientific 
grounds.  These  learned  ones  discourse 
as  follows:      We  use   milk  in   our  tea 
to  prevent  injury  to  the  coating  of  the 
stomach.      Whenever   tannic   acid  and 
albumen    meet,    they    fall    desperately 
in   love   with  each   other,   get   married 
without    bans'  and    live    together    ever 
afterward   as   tannate   of  albumen,   or 
leather.     Now,  there  is  tannic  acid  in 
tea  and  a  lot  of  albumen  in  the  coat- 
ing of  the  stomach.     The  tannic  acid 
weds  as  much  of  this  as  is  allowed  by 
the   laws   of  chemistry  and  so  far  in- 
jures the  stomach.  , 
"But    milk    also    contains    albumen. 
I  Therefore,  when  milk  is  added  to  tea. 
'  the  molecules  of  tannic  acid  select  their 
albumen  partners  from  the  milk,  and 
as  a  divorce  is  unknown  to  tannate  of 
albumen,  the  albumen  of  the  stomach 
,  remains  single,  and  thus  the  lining  of 
the  stomach  is  uninjured." 

This  is  loyalty.  Indeed.     Mr.  Tannin, 
,  having  found  his  affinity  in  Miss  Albu- 
men of  the  milk,  and  having  wedded 
her.    pays  no  attention      whatever      to 
Miss  Albumen  of  the  stomach. 

Nature,  as  I  have  said  before,  never

Just  as 
I  there  is  a  physiological  reason  for  the 
use  of  milk  in  tea,  there  is  also  a 
reason  — a  chemical  reason — why  we 
use  the  juice  of  lemons  on  salads,  let- 
tuce, etc.;  and  vinegar  on  beans,  cab- 
bage, etc.;  butter  on  bread;  spices  or 
condiments  on  various  foods;  salt  on 
meat,  etc.,  etc. 

Just  a  word  of  caution  regarding 
tea  It  will  do  less  harm  If  taken  by  it- 
self as  it  does  not  mix  well  with  other 
foods.  This  Is  especialy  true  as  re- 
gards tea  and  meat.  The  tea  tough- 
ens the  fibre  of  the  meat  and  renders 
it    indigestible,   a   condition   not    desir-

DUN'S  WEEKLY 
TRADE  REVIEW 

Some  Adverse  Factors  of 

Temporary    Character 

Appear  lo  Trade. 

New  York.  Aug.  12.— R.  G.  Dun  & 
Co.'a  weekly  Review  of  Trade  says: 
Trade  reports  are  less  uniformly  favor- 
able, but  adverse  factors  aie  of  a 
temporary  nature,  and  the  net  results 
for  the  week  is  satisfactory.  Numer- 
ous strikes  have  occurred,  exerting  the 
customary  pernicious  influences  over 
business,  and  the  epidemic  of  yellow 
fever  is  restricting  S<>uthem  trade.  On 
the  other  hand,  conditions  have  faolll- 
tatei  rotail  trade,  crx»p  prosi>e>cts  have 
greatly  improved,  and  out  of  town 
buyers  are  numerous  In  all  the  leading 
n>arkets.  Manufacturing  plants  are 
increasingly  active;  textile  mills  still 
occupying  the  strongest  position,  while 
shoe  shops  are  not  making  oncessions 
to  get  business.  Iron  furnaces  and 
steel  mills  make  pi^gress.  but  less 
rapidly.  Lumber  mills  and  dealers  are 
having  an  exceptionally  busy  season. 
Railway  earnings  in  July  were  7.4  per 
cent  greater  than  in  the  same  month 
last  year  and  foreign  commerce  at  this 
p.^rt  for  the  last  week  showed  an  in- 
crease of  J3,917.439  in  Imports,  while 
exports   decreased   $1.»69,227. 

Little  change  has  occurred  In  the 
financial  situation,  rates  ruling  easy, 
while  prices  of  securities  have  risen 
close  to  the  highest  point  on  record. 
Bank  exchanges  for  the  week  were 
47.8  per  cent  larger  than  last  year,  and 
at  other  leading  cities  the  Increase 
amounted  to  14.0  per  cent. 
■  Recovery  i.i  iron  and  steel  Industry 
comes  more  slowly  than  was  antici- 
pated, yet  there  are  numerous  indica- 
tions of  a  better  tone.  Quotations  are 
practically  unchanged.  Exp'Drt  trade 
IS  expanding,  and  several  important 
contrac-ts  are  pending  that  will  add  a 
large  tonnage  to  the  business  of  the , 
mills  when  satisfactory  terms  can  be  j 
arranged.  ' 

Textile  markets  have  had  the  stim- 
ulus of  an  increasing  amount  of  West- 
ern buyers.    At  present  the  only  event ' 
that  might  weaken  the  posritlon  of  cot- 
ton manufacturers  would  be  the  can- 
cellation   of   Chinese    orders,    as    many 
mills  have   withdrawn    them   from   the 
market     on  account  of     export     trade. 
W.x>len  goods  are  meeting  with  steady 
demand.

"It  is  true,  also,  that  the  laborers 
were  not  pre  mtly  paid  and  that  mat- 
ters were  becoming  congested  on  the 
railroad  and  steamers.

The  branch  laboratory  for  the  investigation  of  con- 
tagious diseases  which  has  jusf  been  opened  in  Duluth 
is  an  important  addition  to  the  city's  institutions,  and 
one  that  will  be  of  great  value  to  those  who  seek  to 
guard  the  city's  health. 

In  the  pasf,  when  there  was  reason  to  suspect  a  case 
to  be  somethmg  against  the  spread  of  which  it  was 
necessary  to  take  precautions,  and  a  microscopic  exam- 
ination of  the  germs  in  the  case  was  necessary  to  deter- 
mine their  nature  and  the  nature  of  the  disease,  it  nas 
been  necessary  I'o  send  cultures  to  the  state  board  of 
health  at  St.  Paul,  involving  a  vexatious  and  possibly 
dangerous  delay.  Now  the  examination  will  be  con- 
ducted right  here  in  Duluth,  and  there  need  be  no  delay 

whatever.  tc  ■      a 

This  means  that"  a  person  suspected  of  being  afflicted 
with  a  contagious  disease  will  have  a  speedy  hearing  on 
his  caM'.  aid  will  not  be  unduly  subjected  t'o  annoyance 
and  restraint  it  it  turns  out  that  his  trouble  is  not  a 
public  menace.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  laboratory 
cxamin.ition  shows  him  to  be  suffering  with  something 
which  may  spread,  the  danger  will  be  known  mucn 
earlier  than  it  will  where  it  is  necessary  to  send  to  St.

The  Americans,  too,  have  a  habit  of  using  card- 
board boxes  that  make  a  neat  appear.ance  on  the  shop 
shelves,  while  the  British  pack  their  goods  in  unsightly 
brown  paper  parcels  that  tempt  no  purchasers  though 
they  may  contain  goods  a.,  worthy  as  those  in  the  smart 
cardboard  boxes  of  the  Yankee  merchant. 

In  short,  the  American  merchant  has  adopted  tne 
plan  of  making  his  goods  attractive  and  tempting,  while 
the  British  merchant  is  content  to  let  them  go  out  with 
no  regard  for  appearance,  letting  the  customer  find  out 
for  himself  whether  or  not  the  goods  are  better  than 
tney  look  .to  be.

The  British  Trade  Review  in  a  recent  issue  cills 
attention  to  some  American  "tricks  of  trade"  that  arc 
tricks  only  in  the  most  worthy  sense,  and  that  are  gi\  mg 
American  goods  a  great  advantage  over  British  goods 
in  foreign   markeLs, 

The  "truk-f"  are  simply  ingenious  devices  to  make 
American  goods  appear  more  attractive  than  others,  and 
while  they  appear  more  or  less  astonishing  to  the  British 
tradesmen,  there  is  nothing  at  all  unusual  in  then  to 
American  merchants  or  their  customers. 

Though  the  g«v>ds  may  be  no  better,  American  ,>ro- 
ducts  placed  alongside  British  products  in  foreign  mar- 
kets will  outsell  the  English  wares  every  time,  bee  lusc 
they  are  arranged  in  an  ingenious  manner  that  m  ikes 
them  more  tempting  to  the  eyes  of  the  purchasers.  Not 
only  this,  but  the  American  packers  succeed  also  in 
saving  freight,  storage,  cartage,  wharfage  and  duiy  by 
packing  their  goods  in  smaller  compa.ss. 

In  many  ca.ses  duty  is  guaged  by  measurement  in- 
stead of  weight,  and  in  such  case  the  American  ner- 
chapt  has  to  pay  less  tariff  on  his  goods  than  doe.^  the 
British  merchant,  and  the  additional  profit  enables  him

FROM  DULUTH 

W.  J.  StcvcDSon's  Auto- 
mobile Reaches  St.  Paul 
In  16  Hours. 

"William  J.  Stevenson,  president  cf 
the  Duluth  Automobile  club,  accom- 
panied by  Mrs.  Stevenson  and  their  4- 
year-old  son,  reached  St.  Paul  at  2 
o'clock  Saturday  afternoon,  after  six- 
teen hours  of  actual  running  time 
from  Duluth.

TERRIFIC  LANDSLIDE 

NEAR  ASHCROFT,  B.  C.

Accompanied  by  the  Minnesota  Naval 
Militia  band,  seventy  members  of  the 
two  local  divisions  of  the  reserves, 
marched  from  the  Armory  to  the  Union 
depot  yesterday  afternoon  and  boarded 
the  South  .Shore  train  for  .'^ault  Ste.

New  York.  Aug.  14.— Widespread 
damage  was  caused  by  a  thunder- 
storm of  unusual  violence,  accom- 
panied  by   a  high   wind   and   a   deluge 

of  rain  that  burst  over  New  York  and 
vicinity   yesterday.

Mrs.  Renshaw  rushed 
to  the  bathroom  to  seo  what  had  be- 
come of  her  granddaughter  Ruth,  when 
another  horrible  sight  met  her  gaze. 
Lying  face  downward  in  a  tub  full 
of  water  lay  the  dead  twdy  of  thcs 
little  girl,  attired  in  her  night  cloth- 
ing, which  she  had  worn  all  day.  her 
mother  from  that  time  neglecting  to 
dress  her.  The  grand  mother  hastily 
lifted  the  child  from  the  water  and 
laid  her  on  the  fioor.  when  she  ran 
downstairs  and  frantically  cried  for 
help. 

Neighbors  rapidly  gathered  In.  phy- 
sicians were  hastily  summoned  and  In 
the  midst  of  the  confusion  those  who 
arrived  attempted  to  do  something 
for  the  dead  and  dying.  Mrs.  Win- 
standley. who  had  slipped  from  hor 
husband's  arms,  lay  senseless  on  the 
flooor.  and  Mr.  Winstandley  had  be- 
come unconscious  from  the  effect  of 
the  wound  and  the  shock.  The  wife 
was  carried  to  another  room,  where 
she  died  a  few  minutes  later,  and  the 
physicians  exerted  a  heroic  effort  to 
save   the    little    girl. 

After  the  physicians  had  worked 
with  him  for  half  an  hour  or  more 
Mr.  Winstandley  had  regained  con- 
sclou.sness  and  made  a  .statement  con- 
cerning the  horrible   affair. 

He  said  that  his  wife  came  noise- 
lessly into  the  room  and.  sitting  down 
on  the  bed,  fondly  stroked  his  fore- 
head  for  a  minute,    when   she  said: 

"Beluved.  tell  me  Just  where  your 
heart   beats." 

He  threw  back  the  covers  and  pl.iced 
her  hand  on  his  heart,  when  she  sud- 
denly exclaimed.  "I  am  going  to  shoot 
you!"  and.  quickly  drawing  a  revolver 
from  her  bosom,  she  fired  at  his  heart. 
The  terrified  husliand  uttered  a  scream 
and  at  the  same  time,  with  what 
strength  he  could  summon  In  his 
weakened  condition,  grasped  the  wea- 
pon and  attempted  to  wrench  It  from 
her  hand.  By  this  time  the  footsteps 
of  Mrs.  Renshaw  were  heard  on  the 
stairway,  and  Mrs.  Winstandley  let 
go  of  the  weapon  and,  gr^tsping  a  bot- 
tle from  the  dresser,  rushed  Into  the 
adjoining  room.

Passenger    and  Freight 

Trains  Come  Together 

at  High  Speed. 


Cleveland,  Aug.  14. — A  faust  eastbound 
passenger  train  on  the  Nickel  Plate 
road  collided  with  a  westbound  freight 
train  early  yesterday  at  Kishman,  Ohio, 
near  Vermilion,  resulting  in  the  death 
of  twelve  persons,  while  at  least  twen- 
ty-five others  were  Injured,  eight  of 
whom  will  probably  die.  The  wreck, 
according  to  the  officials  of  the  com- 
pany, w&a  caused  by  a  misunderstand- 
ing  of   the   orders    or   neglect    to  obey 

them   on   the   part   of  the  crew   of  the 
freight  train.

Roy  Winch,  Findiay,  Internal  injuries 
and  hurt  about  chest. 

Roy  Winch  of  Findiay.  who.  al- 
though severely  injured,  was  the  first 
man  to  rush  Into  the  wrecked  smoking 
car  to  take  part  in  the  work  of  rescue, 
gave  the  following  account  of  the  ter- 
rible sight   within: 

•The  living,  the  wounded  and  the 
dead  were  plied  In  one  Indiscriminate 
mass,  all  over  the  floor  of  the  car,  the 
living  entangled  with  the  arms  and 
legs  of  the  dead,  and  many  of  them 
pinned  down  by  the  dead  bodies  of  tlie 
Italians.  ^    ^, 

'Some  of  the  dead  were  so  badly 
smashed  that  through  their  mouths 
protruded  hideous  mas.ses  of  intes- 
tines. 

"Terrorized  by  the  death  of  their 
companions,  the  hiss  of  escaping 
steam,  and  the  fear  of  death  in  the 
darkness,  the  Italians  fou«ht  with  one 
another  and  trampled  the  living  and 
dead  In  their  frantic  efforts  to  get  out 
of  the  car.  Several  of  them  were  al- 
most as  badly  injured  by  fighting  each 
other  as  by  the  wreck." 

The  engineer  and  fireman  of  the 
freight  train  saved  themselves  by 
Jumping. 

Aside  from  the  engineer,  the  men 
killed  on  the  passenger  train  were  all 
riding  in  the  smoking  car  at  the  head 
of  the  train  and  were  mostly  foreign 
laborers  in  the  employ  of  the  Standard 
Oil  company,  on  their  way  from  Fort 
Seneca.  Ohio,  to  Brookfleld,  In  charge 
of  a  foreman.  Engineer  C.  C.  Poole, 
of  the  passenger  train,  was  killed  at 
his  post  while  trying  to  reach  for  the 
air  brake,  after  seeing  the  headlight  of 
the  freight  train.  His  fireman,  Haef- 
ner,   saved  himself  by  jumping. 

The     high   speed     of   the     passenger 

train    threw    Its    locomotive    and    first 

three    coaches    over    on    the    engine    of 

the      freight      train,      telescoping      the 

I  smoker   and   the   car    following.       The 


forward  cars  of  the  freight  train  were 
splintered  to  fragments. 

Of  the  passengers  in  the  smoker, 
none  escaped  injury.  Fortunately 
there  was  no  fire,  but  the  heavy  tim- 
bers of  the  wrecked  cars  pinned  down 
many  and  prevented  them  from  get- 
ting  out    until    assistance   arrived. 

As  soon  as  possible  after  the  wreck 
occurred,  doctors  were  sent  on  a  spe- 
cial train  to  come  to  the  scene  from 
Lorain. 

The  injured  were  hurried  to  Lorain 
and  placed  in  the  hospital  there.  The 
dead  were  conveyed  to  the  morgue  at 
Lorain,  awaiting  identification  atid  dis- 
position. 

When  the  trains  came  together  al- 
most everybody  in  the  smoker  were 
dozing.  The  sudden  jar  hurled  them 
out  of  their  seats  into  the  aisle  and 
threw  several  persons  to  the  roof  and 
sides  of  the  car,  which  seemed  all  at 
once  to  crush  like  a  paper  bag,  pinning 
down  each  passenger  In  position  In 
which  he  had  been  caught. 

The  passengers  In  the  second  car  es- 
caped more  easily,  as  there  the  vio- 
lence of  the  lmi>act  was  not  so  severe, 
although  few  got  off  without  cuts, 
bruises,  sprains  or  broken  bones.  Tho 
two  rear  cars  were  sleepers,  and  they 
withstood  the  shock  without  serious 
harm.  No  passengers  in  tho  sleepers 
were  injured. 

The  men  on  the  train  who  esoaoed 
injury  worked  as  well  as  they  coula 
without  tools  to  save  life  and  limb, 
and  the  residents  in  the  sparsely  set- 
tled vicinity  soon  arrived  to  help.  The 
sleepers  were  used  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  some  of  the  Injured,  as  were 
several  houses  near  the  siding. 

The  officials  of  the  Nickel  Plate,  as 
soon  as  they  learned  of  the  euccident, 
ordered  every  possible  assistance  to  be 
given  and  no  expense  spared  in  taking 
care  of  the  Injured. 

President  Caniff  of  the  Nickel  Plate 
yesterday  said  that  from  the  Informa- 
tion in  the  hands  of  the  officials,  the 
freight  train  crew  had  orders  to  go  on 
the  siding  at  Kishmsui  and  there  await 
the  passage  of  the  passenger  train. 
Why  this  was  not  done  in  time  to 
permit  the  passenger  train  to  go  by, 
or  a  flagman  sent  out,  has  not  been 
learned.  A  rigid  Investigation  is  being 
made  by  the  railroad  officials. 

It  Is  said  the  watch  of  the  engineer 
of  the  freight  train  was  slow,  that  he 
believed  he  had  eight  minutes  to  get 
his  train  on  the  siding  before  the  pas- 
senger was  due.  The  freight  train  had 
slackened  8i>oed  and  wnas  about  to 
tKick  In  the  siding,  when  the  passenger 
train  came  tearing  along  at  the  rate 
of  forty-five  miles  an  hour  and  dashed 
into  it.

CLERGYMAN 


MAY  NOT  CALL 
EXTRA  SESSION 

President  Has  Not  Fully 

Decided  CoDcerning 

tlie  Matter. 

Oyster  Bay,  Aug.  14.— Notwithstand- 
ing the  more  or  less  definite  announce- 
ment which  has  emajiated  from  vari- 
ous sources  during  the  last  few 
months,  congress  may  not  be  called 
into  extraordinary  session  next  No- 
vember. Indeed,  the  indications  are 
now  that  no  extraordinary  session  will 
be  held  this  year. 

This  statement  is  made  on  the  au- 
thority of  President  Roosevelt  himself. 
He  has  not  decided  the  question  defi- 
nitely yet,  and  probably  will  not  reach 
a  determination  of  It  until  he  shall 
have  returned  to  Waehington,  the  lat- 
ter part  of  September.  The  chances 
of  an  extraordinary  session  appear, 
however,   to   be  fading. 

Strong  pressure  is  being  brought  to 
bear  upon  the  president  to  Induce  him 
not  to  call  an  extra  session.  So  much 
interest  has  been  manifest  in  the  sub- 
ject throughout  the  country  that  the 
president  has  received  a  large  number 
of  letters  regarding  it. 

Many  senators  and  representatives 
have  urged  against  an  extra  session. 
They  point  out  that  practically  nothing 
will  be  gained  by  an  extra  session, 
that  will  begin  not  more  than  three 
weeks  before  the  opening  of  the  reg- 
ular long  session,  and  that  it  will 
cause  some  inconvenience  to  many 
members  of  congress  In  both  branches. 
Taking  these  things  Into  consideration, 
the  president  has  reserved  a  definite 
decision  of  the  matter,  the  chances,  as 
noted,  being  that  the  session  will  not 
be  called. 

Last  spring  It  was  the  president's 
Idea  to  Issue  at  the  proper  time  a  call 
for  an  extraordinary  session  of  con- 
grress,  to  be  held  In  October,  for  the 
purpose  of  enax:tlng.  If  possible,  rail- 
road rate  legislation.  Incidentally,  It 
was  expected  that  some  recommenda- 
tion mig^t  be  made  by  the  president 
regarding  proposed  changes  In  the  ex- 
isting tariff  law. 

The  idea  of  an  Oct»t*er  session  finally 
w^as  abandoned,  and  subsequently  the 
president  made  arrangements  for  a 
two  weeks'  trip  through  the  South,  be- 
ginning Oct.  17.  It  was  then  announced 
that  the  proposed  extraordinary  ses- 
sion would  not  be  held  until  after  the 
November  elections.

Negro  Who  Did  tlie  Deed 
Killed  Willie  Resist- 
ing Arrest. 

Balston.  N.  Y.,  Aug.  14.— The  Rev. 
Bernard  Schulte  and  his  wife  of  New 
York  City  were  attacked  at  Mechanics- 
vlUe  late  Saturday  night  and  probably 
fatally  injured  by  a  negro,  who  was 
yesterday  shot  and  killed  in  Saratoga 
while   resisting  arrest. 

Mr.  Schulte  came  to  Mechanicsville 
recently  to  take  charge  of  the  Epis- 
copal church  during  the  absence  of 
the  rector,  Dr,  Oliver  Shaw  Newell, 
who  Is  In  Europe. 

Early  Saturday  night,  William  Cur- 
tis, a  negro,  whose  home  Is  In  Sara- 
toga, presented  himself  at  the  door 
of   the   rectory   and   asked    for   a  drink 

of  water.  Mr.  .Schulte  was  In-  the  act 
of  turning  back  to  get  the  water  when 
the  negro  drew  a  piece  of  lead  pipe 
from  beneath  his  coat  and  felled  the 
clergyman  with  a  terrific  blow  on  the 
head,  following  this  up  with  a  rain  of 
blows  until  his  victim  lay  unconscious 
and  apparently  dead.  Mrs.  Schulte, 
who  was  upstairs,  hurried  down  on 
hearing  her  husband  fall  and  was  met 
in  the  hall  by  the  negro,  who  instant- 
ly struck  her  down  before  she  could 
utter  an  outcry  and  continued  beating 
her  with  his  heavy  weapon  until  he 
had  inllicted  injuries  from  which  she 
can  hardly  recover. 

The  clergyman  and  his  wife  were 
dl.wovored,  lying  unconscious  and  cov- 
ered with  blood  by  neighbors,  and  a 
search  was  made  for  the  negro,  who 
had  been  seen  leaving  the  house. 

Policeman  James  Sullivan  dlscsiv- 
ered  Curtis  yesterday  in  Searings  al- 
ley, a  negro  colony  In  .Saratoga,  and 
arrested  him.  The  negro,  however, 
broke  away  and  ran,  and  after  firing 
one  shot  in  the  air  to  halt  him,  Sulli- 
van fired  again,  shooting  him  through 
the  head  and  killing  him  Instantly. 

The  condition  of  Mr.  Schulte  and  hUi 
wife  is  said  to  be  precarious.

MAGAZINE   ARTIST    DROWNED. 

Three  Rivers,  Mich.,  Aug.  14.— John 
C.  Gilbert  of  Chloa.ago,  a  magazine 
artist,  was  drowned  at  a  Corey  Lake 
re.-wrt,  ten  miles  weef  of  this  city,  yes- 
terday.

forward  cars  of  the  freight  train  were 
splintered   to   fragments. 

Of  the  passengers  in  the  smoker, 
none  escaped  injury.  Fortunately 
there  was  no  fire,  but  the  heavy  tim- 
bers of  the  wrecked  cars  pinned  down 
many  and  prevented  them  from  get- 
ting   out    until   assistance   arrived. 

As  soon  as  possible  after  the  wreck 
occurred,  doctors  were  sent  on  a  spe- 
cial train  to  come  to  the  scene  from 
Lorain. 

The  injured  wore  hurried  to  Lorain 
and  placed  in  the  hospital  there.  The 
dead  were  conveyed  to  the  morgue  at 
Lorain,  awaiting  identification  a4id  dis- 
position. 

When  the  trains  came  together  al- 
most everybody  in  the  smoker  were 
dozing.  The  sudden  jar  hurled  them 
out  of  their  scats  into  the  aisle  and 
threw  several  persons  to  the  roof  and 
sides  of  the  car.  which  seemed  all  at 
once  to  crush  like  a  paper  bag,  pinning 
down  each  passenger  In  position  In 
which  he  had   been  caught. 

The  passengers  In  the  second  car  e«- 
caped  more  eaaily,  as  there  the  vio- 
lence of  the  Impact  waa  not  so  severe, 
although  few  got  off  without  cuts, 
bruises,  sprains  or  broken  bonea.  The 
two  reaj"  cars  were  eleepers,  and  they 
withstood  the  shock  without  serious 
harm.  No  passengers  In  the  sleepers 
were  injured. 

The  men  on  the  tnain  who  dsoaoed 
injury  worked  as  well  as  they  coula 
without  tools  to  save  life  and  liinb, 
and  the  rtssidents  in  the  sparsely  set- 
tled vicinity  .soon  arrived  to  help.  The 
sleepers  were  used  for  the  acixtmmo- 
datlon  of  some  of  the  injured,  as  were 
several  hou.ses  near  the  siding. 

The  officials  of  the  Nickel  Plate,  as 
soon  as  they  learned  of  the  a>ccldent, 
ordered  every  ix)ssible  assistant^e  to  be 
given  and  no  expense  spared  in  taking 
care  of  the  injured. 

Preaident  Caniff  of  the  Nickel  Plate 
ye.sterday  said  that  from  the  informa- 
tion in  the  hands  of  the  officials,  the 
freight  train  crew  had  orders  to  go  on 
the  siding  at  Kishman  and  there  await 
the  passage  of  the  passenger  train. 
Why  this  was  not  d^jne  in  time  to 
permit  the  passenger  train  to  go  by, 
or  a  flagman  sent  out,  has  not  been 
learned.  A  rigid  investigation  is  being 
made  by  the  railroad  ofllcials. 

It  Is  .said  the  watch  of  the  engineer 
of  the  freight  train  was  slow,  that  he 
believed  he  had  eight  minutes  to  get 
his  train  on  the  siding  before  the  pas- 
•senger  was  due.  The  freight  train  had 
slackened  speed  and  was  ahout  to 
back  in  the  siding,  when  the  passenger 
train  came  tearing  along  at  the  rate 
of  forty-five  miles  an  hour  and  dashed 
into  It.

Roy  Winch  of  Findlay,  who,  al- 
though severely  injured,  was  the  first 
man  to  rush  into  the  wrecked  smoking 
car  to  take  part  in  the  work  of  rescue, 
gave  the  following  account  of  the  ter- 
rible  sight   within: 

'The  living,  the  wounded  and  the 
dead  were  piled  in  one  indiscriminate 
mass,  all  over  the  floor  of  the  car,  the 
living  entangled  with  the  arms  and 
legs  of  the  dead,  and  many  of  them 
pinned  down  by  the  dead  bodies  of  the 
Italians. 

■  Some  of  the  dead  were  so  badly 
sma.she.l  that  through  their  mouths 
protruded  hideous  mas.sea  of  intes- 
tines. 

"Terrorized  by  the  death  of  their 
companions,  the  hiss  of  escaping 
steam,  and  the  fear  of  death  in  the 
darkness,  the  Italians  fought  with  one 
another  and  trampled  the  living  and 
dead  in  their  frantic  efforts  to  get  out 
of  the  car.  Several  of  them  were  al- 
most as  badly  injured  by  fighting  each 
other  as  by  the  wreck." 

The  engineer  and  fireman  of  the 
freight  train  saved  themselves  by 
Jumping. 

Aside  from  the  engineer,  the  men 
killed  on  the  passenger  train  were  all 
riding  in  the  smoking  car  at  the  head 
of  the  train  and  were  mostly  foreign 
Ial>orers  in  the  employ  of  the  Standard 
OH  company,  on  their  way  from  Fort 
Seneca,  Ohio,  to  Brookfield,  In  charge 
of  a  foreman.  Engineer  C.  C.  Poole, 
of  the  passenger  train,  waw  killed  at 
his  poat  while  trying  to  reach  for  the 
air  brake,  after  seeing  the  headlight  of 
the  freight  train.  His  fireman,  Haef- 
ner,   saved  himself  by  jumping. 

The  high  speed  of  the  passenger 
train  threw  its  loo<5motlvG  and  first 
three  coaches  over  on  the  engine  of 
the  freight  train,  telescoping  the 
smoker   and   the   car    foiiowlng.       TUe 


MAY  NOT  CALL 
EXTRA  SESSION 

President  Has  Not  Fully 

Decided  CoDcerning 

the  Matter. 

Oyster  Bay,  Aug.  14. — NotwiUistand- 
ing  the  more  or  less  definite  announce- 
ment which  has  em.mated  from  vari- 
ous sources  during  the  last  few 
months,  congress  may  not  be  called 
into  extraordinary  se.ssion  next  No- 
vember. Indeed,  the  Indications  are 
now  that  no  extraordinary  session  will 
be  held  this  year. 

This  statement  Is  made  on  the  au- 
thority of  President  Roosevelt  himself. 
He  has  not  decided  the  question  defi- 
nitely yet,  and  probably  will  not  reoxih 
a  determination  of  It  until  he  shall 
have  returned  to  Washington,  the  lat- 
ter part  of  .September.  The  chances 
of  an  extraordinary  session  appear, 
however,   to   be  fading. 

Strong  pressure  is  bemg  brought  to 
bear  up<jn  the  president  to  induce  him 
not  to  call  an  extra  .session.  So  much 
interest  has  been  manifest  in  the  sub- 
ject throughout  the  country  that  the 
president  has  received  a  large  number 
of  letters   regarding  it. 

Many  senators  and  repre.sentatlves 
have  urged  against  an  extra  session. 
They  point  out  that  practitially  nothing 
will  be  gained  by  an  extra  session, 
that  will  begin  not  more  than  three 
weeks  before  the  opening  of  the  reg- 
ular long  session,  and  that  it  will 
cause  .some  Inconvenience  to  many 
members  of  congre.ss  in  both  branches. 
Taking  these  things  into  consideration, 
the  president  has  reserved  a  definite 
decision  of  the  matter,  the  chances,  as 
noted,  being  that  the  se.ssion  will  not 
be  called. 

Last  spring  it  was  the  president's 
Idea  to  issue  at  the  proper  time  a  call 
for  an  extraordinary  session  of  con- 
gress, to  he  held  in  f>ctober,  for  the 
purpo.sc  of  enacting.  If  possible,  rail- 
road rate  legislation.  Incidentally,  It 
was  expected  that  some  recommenda- 
tion might  be  made  by  the  president 
regarding  proposed  changes  in  the  ex- 
isting tariff  law. 

The  idea  of  an  OctJober  session  finally 
was  abandoned,  and  subsequently  the 
president  made  arrangements  for  a 
two  weeks'  trip  through  the  South,  be- 
ginning Oct.  17.  It  was  then  announced 
that  the  proposed  extraordinary  ses- 
sion would  not  be  held  until  after  the 
November  elections. 

If  finally  the  president  should  de- 
cide to  call  oongress  toyeUxei;  the  ses- 


sion will  begin  on  the  first  Monday 
after  the  November  olection.s,  which 
will  be  just  three  weeks  before  tha 
beginning  of  the  regular  session  In 
December. 

Ill  this  connection  It  can  be  said  to 
be  not  unlikely,  In  view  of  the  preva- 
lence of  yellow  fever  li\  New  Orleans, 
that  the  president  may  conclude  to 
make  his  trip  through  the  South  In 
two  sections,  visiting  tha  Atlantic 
coast  states  In  October,  and  Louisiana, 
Arkansas,  and  perhaps  Tennessee,  on 
another  trip  to  be  made  later.  No 
defijiite  axmng^ments  to  this  end  have 
been  completed,  but  the  matter  is  b»- 
ing  considered. 


ASSAULTED 
CLERGYMAN 


Negro  Who  Did  the  Deed 
Killed  While  Resist- 
ing Arrest. 

Balston,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  14.— The  Rev. 
Bernard  Schulte  and  his  wife  of  New 
York  City  were  attacked  at  Mechanics- 
ville  late  Saturday  night  and  probably 
fatally  injured  by  a  negro,  who  was 
yesterday  shot  and  killed  in  Saratoga 
while  resisting  arrest. 

Mr.  Schulte  came  to  Mechanlcsville 
recently  to  take  charge  of  the  Epis- 
copal church  during  the  al)sence  of 
the  rector.  Dr.  Oliver  Shaw  Newell, 
who   is  in  Europe. 

Early  Saturday  night,  William  Cur- 
tis, a  negro,  who.se  home  is  in  Sara- 
toga, presented  himself  at  the  door 
of  the  rectory  and  asked  for  a  drink 
of  water.  Mr.  Schulte  was  in-  the  act 
of  turning  back  to  get  the  water  when 
the  negro  drew  a  piece  of  lead  pipe 
from  beneath  hia  coat  and  felled  the 
clergyman  with  a  terrific  blow  on  the 
head,  following  this  up  with  a  rain  of 
blows  until  his  victim  lay  unconscioua 
and  apparently  dead.  Mrs.  Schulte, 
who  was  upstairs,  hurried  down  on 
hearing  her  husband  fall  and  was  met 
in  the  hall  by  the  negro,  who  instant- 
ly struck  her  down  before  she  could 
utter  an  outcry  and  continued  beating 
her  with  his  heavy  weapon  until  he 
had  inlllcted  injuries  from  which  she 
can  hardly  recover. 

The  clergyman  and  his  wife  were 
discovered,  lying  unconscious  and  ov- 
ered  with  blood  by  neighbors,  and  a 
search  was  made  for  the  negro,  %vho 
had   been  .seen  leaving  the  hou.se. 

Policeman  James  Sullivan  disc>)V- 
ered  Curtis  yesterday  in  .Searings  al- 
ley, a  negro  colony  in  Saratoga,  and 
arrested  him.  The  negro,  however, 
broke  away  and  ran,  and  after  firing 
one  shot  in  the  air  to  halt  him,  Sulli- 
van fired  again,  shotting  him  through 
the  head  and  killing  him   Instantlj'. 

The  condition  of  Mr.  Schulte  and  Ma 
wife  is  said  to  be  precarious.

No  further  agreements  had  been  reached  when  the  confer- 
ence adjourned  to  resume  at  3  o'clock  this  afternoon.  The  following  is  the 
official  announcement  of  the  morning  session: 

In  the  morning  sitting  of  Aug.  15,  the  conference  has  discussed  Articles  4 
and  5.  Article  4  was  unanimously  agreed  on.  Net  being  able  to  arrive  at  a 
unanimous  decision  on  Article  5,  the  envoys  have  decided  to  take  note  of  the 
divergence  of  views  and  to  proceed  to  the  discussion  of  the  other  articles. 
The  cnference  will  be  resumed  at  3  o'clock.

•A  great  deal  of  my  work  outside  of  the 
theatrical  part  and  that  for  social  func- 
tions is  done  for  the  detective  force  and 
tho  man  who  works  in  any  hue  of  dis- 
guise for  a  detective  Is  pretty  sure  to 
work  also  for  the  man  the  detective  is 
trying  to  capture. 

"It  often  happens  that  a  detective  comes 
In  to  be  disgui.sed  In  a  hurry.  He  is  on 
the  trail  of  a  man  and  h:is  no  time  to 
waste.  Naturally,  on  short  noU<-o  like 
that  all  the  disguis.>  that  can  be  made 
is  with  the  wig  and  beard,  but  lliat  is 
usually  suffleient.  although,  it  1  have 
time  I  prefer  to  fix  the  eyebrows,  put  a 
line  "perhaps  under  the  eyes.  whJcli  gives 
ten  years  more  to  the  age,  or  some  slight 
touch    to   the   face   in  another   way. 

"1  believe  that  our  detective  force  lacks 
a  proper  education  In  the  po.sslbllities  of 
disguise  I  could  fool  any  det<>ctive  in 
the  world,  I  know,  with  a  di.sguise  that 
I   could  assume   in   cro.sslng  the  sirect.

CONDITIONS  AT  GUAM 


"Every  resident  of  the  United  States 
who  knows  how  to  pray  should  fall 
down  on  his  knees  and  thank  CJc-d  that 
he  lives  in  this  country,"  said  J.  Mc- 
Menamen,  a  New  Zealand  ranch 
owner,  today.  Mr.  McMenajnen,  who 
landed  at  San  Francisco  last  April,  has 
been  making  a  tour  of  the  United 
States  and  Alaska,  going  wherever 
fancy  willed.  He  came  to  Duluth  yes- 
terday for  the  purpose  of  viewing  the 
big  ore  docks. 

"This  is  a  fine  country,"  he  contin- 
ued. "I  like  it  in  New  Zealand,  but  I 
imagine  there  Is  no  place  in  the  world 
like  the  United  States  to  live.  The 
money-making  chances  are  better  here 
than  anywhere  else,  and  all  the  sur- 
roundings appear  to  be  agreeable.  Most 
of  the  people  in  my  country  are  pretty 
well  to  do,  hov,ever.  Ranching  and 
mining  are  the  principal  lines  of  busl- 
nefs.  New  Zealand  has  a  piopulation 
of  WtO.OOO  at  present,  with  English, 
.Scotch  and  Irish  predominating,  but 
with  a  mixture  of  alj  nationalities.  C»ne 
does  not  see  many  Americans  there, 
except  tourists.  A  good  many  tourists 
visit  us. 

"My  ranch  is  only  a  small  one,  with 
not  more  than  S.t'OO  shyep  on  it.  None 
of  the  ranches  there  are  as  large  as  in 
Australia,  where  one  man  owns  as 
high  as  JiOO.dfiO  sheop.  The  New  Zeal- 
and socialistic  form  of  government  is 
proving  to  be  quite  a  success.  Women 
are  allowed  to  vote  there  as  well  as 
men.  Every  woman  more  than  20  years 
old  has  the  same  voting  rights  as  a 
man  who  is  of  age. 

C>ther  things  are  different  there  than 
in  the  United  .*^lates.  We  have  an  old 
age  pension,  for  instance.  There  are 
no  p<:ior  houses.  When  a  person  gets 
old  and  unable  to  care  for  himself  he 
is  allowed  a  certain  sum  as  pension 
money  from  the  government.  Seme  get 
as  much  as  twenty  pounds  a  year,  or 
about  $100  In  American  money.  It 
doesn't  cost  hardly  as  much  to  live 
there  as  it  does  here.  We  have  very 
few  foor  people.  While  they  are  not 
millionaires,  most  of  them  have  money. 
It   is   rich   farming  country. 

"I  am  very  much  interested  In  Amer- 
ica. From  a  farmers  standpoint  I 
should  prefer  Vermont  to  any  other 
st.'ite  in  the  Union  as  a  place  of  resi- 
dence. It  appeals  to  the  farmer  more 
than  any  other  part  of  the  cc>untry."

MOB  DEMANDS  ItEVENGE 
ON  NEW  YORK  PATROLMAN. 


Cincinnati,  Aug.  15.— John  A.  Kidwell, 
national  president  of  the  Railway  Mail 
Clerks'  association,  api)eared  before  the 
members  of  the  Cincinnati  branch  of  the 
Fifth  division  and  defended  his  admimis- 
tiation  against  the  charges  of  having 
misappropriated  the  funds  of  that  organi- 
zation. The  matter  is  now  being  discussed 
among  the  10,000  members  throughout  the 
L'nited  Statts. 

The  meeting  took  place  In  the  loft  of 
the  Federal  building,  and  his  address  was 
listened  to  witli  i:lo)H^  attention.  Mr.  Kid- 
well's  presence  caused  many   members  to 

secure  substitutes  to  take  their  places  on 
nigiit  runs  out  ol  Cinciiinati  in  order  that 
they  miglit  liear  his  defense. 

Mr.  Kidwell  requesiid  tlie  meeting  be 
called  when  he  heard  that  the  Ci-Jicinnati 
branch  met  several  nights  ago  and  passed 
resolutions  damending  a  thoi-ough  wives- 
tigaiion  of  the  charges  wliich  lutve  bee.T 
talked  about  among  the  clerks  for  some 
lime.  It  has  been  claimed  that  much 
money  was  squandered,  and  that  Kidwell 
did  Mot  turn  in  itemized  expense  accounts 
while  traveli4ig  throughout  the  country 
on   official   business. 

The   president    sjud   that   he    was    not    a 
grafter   and   remarked    that   he    had    trav- 
eled   into    St.    L.<->uls    for    abtiut    eighteen 
years   and    that    he   had   i>lenty   of   oppor- 
tunities to   leani    the   methods   of  the  de- 
fu'nct  political  ring  of  that  city. 
i     He   said  that   if   he    was   guilty   of   such 
methods  he  wtiuld  not  stop  at  small  sums. 
I  but   would  get   rich  cjuick  and   then  retire 
from   the   railway   mail   service.       Kidwell 
jtold  the  clerks  that   he   had  been  palron- 
;  izing  the  Pullman  <ompany,  claiming  that 
'  he   found  It   less   expensive  than   to   sit   in 
]  a    day    coach    and    ride    several    thousand 
j  miles"  aiid   sjK'il  a  suit  c»f  clothes  such    as 
ills  moderate  meaos  i>ermitted  him  to  pur- 
t  chase.     He   said    he    was   in    the    habit    {if 
I  tipping  waiters  for  service.    The  president 
i  also  asserted  it  was  only  beco.-ning  to  the 
I  head  of  such  an  organization  to  look  fajr- 
1  ly  presentable  upon  arriving  in  a  city  and 
rheeting  repcirlers  who  would  have  passed 
I  him    up  if    he    had   slept   curled    up    on    a 
j  seat  ifi   a  car. 

Mr,  Kidwell  had  a  difficult  time  explain- 
ing how  some  of  the  large  sums  had  been 
exj>ended  for  the  guod  of  the  association. 
He  told  his  audience  that  the  mon«y  had 
l>een  sjient  in  a  gcK>d  cause,  for  which  the 
memlurs  had  received  ample  returns 
through  legislation.  Some  of  the  clerks 
wanted  the  spe;'.ker  to  explain  more  fui;y 
cii  this  point,  but  he  refused  to  do  so  and 
said  they  ought  to  have  more  confidence 
in   their   officials. 

Kidwell  declared  he  was  a  candidate 
for  re-election  in  order  to  vindicate  him- 
self.   • 

He    told    them    that    the    next    natlon.nl 
convention   Is  to  be   held   in   this   city   on 
Octcber  3.  4  and  6,   and  at  that   time  the 
question     as    to    whether    the     president 
eliould     travel     about     the     country    and 
necessarilv     Increase     expenses     will     bo 
further    settled.      Kidwell    said    that    this 
would  amount  to  less  than  Jl,4(Xi  for  this 
year,   and  told  the  clerks  that   he  owned 
no   real   estate,   had   a   bank   account   ju.'-t 
large    enough    to    sustain    a    family    and 
that   anv  one  of  them   was   at  liberty  to 
;  dig  in   the  cellar  «t  his  home   at  Colum- 
'  bus.   Ohio,   for  hidden   treasure.     This  re- 
mark   caused    the    clerks    to    laugh.      He 
I  also  said  that  since  the  misappropriation 
1  argument    arose    he    has    met   with    some 
queer    receptions.

SITUATION 


Nothing  New    Has    De- 
veloped—PMlbin  Will 
Show  Figures. 

"After  today  there  will  l>e  only  cno  sta- 
tion in  Mi-nnesoia  en  the  Great  Northern 
system  that  will  not  be  open,''  said  Super- 
intendent D.  M.  Philbin,  today,  in  speak- 
ing of   the    telegraphers'    strike   slf.iation. 

"A  man  starts  work  at  Buhl  today,  and 
leaves  Kerrick  the  only  depot  which  is 
not  opt-<^i  for  business.  Some  of  the  others 
are  short-handed,  we  admit,  but  the  forec 
is  of  sufficient  size  to  carry  on  all  neces- 
saiy   business. 

"The  strikers,  I  see,  deny  the  truth  of 
niy  assertions  in  last  Saturday's  Herald. 
I  have  the.  figures  htre  in  the  office,  oier. 
to  the  inspection  of  all,  to  prove  that 
ever>'  statemtvil  I  made  was  true.  It  is 
true  euogh  that  the  poctoffice  job  is  not 
given  c>ur  employes  by  the  r-Ailroad  com- 
pany, but  they  attend  to  the  government 
business  on  tlie  railrc-ad's  time,  and  dur- 
ing a  time  when  they  are  supposed  to  be 
devoting  their  whole  attention  to  the 
company's  business.  If  it  were  not  for 
their  position  on  the  railro;id  they  would 
be  unable  to  keep  the  post  office  job,  for 
it  does  not  pay  tnough  mone.v.  The  oper- 
ators are  better  riald  than  the  retail  clerks 
in  Duluth  or  Superior  and  promotions 
come    faster." 

The  strikers  say  that,  while  many  cf 
the  stations  along  the  line  arc  cjxfl,  the 
mem  in  charge  are  in  numerous  instances 
not  competent  to  handle  the  telegraph 
business,  and  that  the  road  is  thereforo 
greatly  handlcapr-ed.

Chlcagro.  Aug.  15.— Revival  of  interest 
in  the  now  famous  Potter  diamond  rob- 
l)erics  has  followed  annoumement  of 
the  marriage  of  O.  W.  Potter,  million- 
aire, public  man  and  steel  magnate,  to 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Bell,  cafe  <.-ashier.  candy 
store  i>roprietor,  hair  dresser,  m.iiiseuse 
and  bathh.>u.^e  keeper.  Old  time  police

WOMM  IN  A 
TERRIBLE  RAGE 


Insulted    By    Man    and 
Emplied   Two  Revol- 
vers Into  Him. 

RushvlUe,  Ind..  Aug.  15.— Following  t^ie 
tragic  death  of  Norman  Cook,  a  farm 
hand,  at  the  home  of  Wesley  Burkliert. 
.><even  miles  south  ot  here,  Mrs.  Ann 
Burkhert,  wife  of  Wesley  Uurkhert.  wa.s 
arrested  a<nd  lodgetl  rn  jail  here.  By  her 
own  statements  the  woman  shot  at  Cook 
seven  times,  ttvo  shots  taking  effect.  She 
then  inflicted  a  deep  ga.sh  across  the  back 
of  his  neck  with  a  knife.  Cook  died  three 
hours  after  the  shooting  without  regain- 
ing consciou.sness,  except  to  call  for  a 
di'.tik  of  water. 

Mrs.  Burkhert  a&ys  she  wont  to  an  up- 
stairs room  shortly  after  dark  and  that 
.she  foun  dCook  in  the  room.  Cook  had 
formerly  worked  on  their  farm,  and  the 
woman  knew  him.  It  Is  Intimated  he  in- 
sulted her.  She  rushed  down  stairs,  she 
said,  got  a  thirty-two-caliber  revolver  a-nd 
shot  at  him  four  times,  all  shots  taking 
effect.  One  bullet  entered  his  stomach, 
two  In  his  right  side,  one  in  his  right 
l»<nd  and  one  In  the  right  leg.  The  hus- 
band heard  the  shots  and  took  the  revol- 
ver away  from  the  woman.  She  got  an- 
other revolver  and  shot  at  Cook  three 
times  more  and  the  hu»i)and  took  that  re- 
volver away  from  her.  While  the  husband 
went  to  the  bam  to  hide  the  revolvers 
the  woman  says  she  slashed  the  dying 
man  across  the  nei'k. 

The  neighbors  who  were  called  sent  for 
the  coroner,  and  he  in  turn,  after  trying 
to  save  the  wounded  man's  Ufo,  sum- 
moned Sheriff  Brainbridge  from  Ru.sh- 
vllle,  who  took  the  woma*i  Into  cu.-^tody. 
It  is  said  that  there  has  been  gossip  In 
the  neighborhood  concerning  Mrs.  Burk- 
hert and  Cook.  Another  arrest  Ui  ex- 
pected.

The  son  was  found  dead  In  the  woodshed 
at  Uncefers  home,  his  skull  crushed.  The 
father  declares  that  the  boy  came  home 
Intoxicated  and  fell  while  trying  to  get 
into    the   hou.se.  ,    ^ 

Mrs.  Stewart  recently  separated  from 
her  hu.sband.  In  a  buggy  with  Uncefer 
she  called  at  McClaeb's  residence  and  ask- 
ed concerning  s^onie  of  her  household 
goods  McClaeb  declared  he  knew  notti- 
ing  about  theni  and  Un.sefer.  acc<jrdmg 
to  the  prisoner,  took  a  corn  cutter  froni 
under  the  seat  and  attacked  him.  Mc- 
Claeb dodged  and  knocked  Uncefer  down. 
Then  he  .sat  on  Uncefer's  stomach  and 
hainmer.d  his  face  into  a  pulp.  Hardly 
a  hone  in  tlu»  skull  is  unfractured.  A 
policeman  dragged  Mcdaeb  from  his  vic-

Uncefer's  face  Is  a  shapless  pulp,  his 
nose  and  cheek  bones  are  caved  In  and 
crumpled  to  pieces.

Cohen 
took  a  count  of  seven  or  eight  .several 
times,  and  whi'n  he  got  to  his  feet 
Johnson  would  not  strike,  but  wait  for 
him  to  make  the  attack.  Cohen  was 
cheered  on  by  his  shipmates,  who  hoped 
he  would  get  in  a  lucky  blow. 

In  the  eighth  round  Cohen,  wlthmit 
being  struck  a  bl>w,  sank  to  the  floor, 
while  Lieut.  Pettinglll  counted  the 
final  ten.  Cohen  ^as  unconsious,  and 
efforts  of  the  ship's  surgeons  to  re- 
vive him  were  unavailing.  He  died  the 
same  day,  and  an  autopsy  revealed  that 
he  had  sustained  'a  hemhorrhge  of  the 
brain. 

Cohen  was  buried  at  Monte  Cristo 
with  naval  honors,  and  at  a  court  of 
inquiry  tho  testimony  was  over- 
whelming tlnijt  Johnson  was  not  vlciou?

Bolt   Strikes    Dynamite 

1000  Feet  Beneath 

Earth's  Surface. 

Norway,  Mich.,  Aug.  15. — ^A  recent  ac- 
cident at  the  Ludington  mine,  at  Iron 
Mountain,  as  a  result  of  which  on© 
man  was  killed  and  two  were  seriously 
injured,  was  one  cf  the  most  remark- 
able ever  chronicled  In  the  Lake  Su- 
perior iron  mining  region.  The  men 
were  wirking  at  the  bottom  of  the  new 
shaft,  which  is  about  1,000  feet  deep, 
yet  lightning  caused  the  fatality.  A 
crew  of  miners  had  just  finished  drill- 
ing nine  holes  and  filling  them  with 
dynamite.  Three  of  the  men— Anton 
Erickson,  William  Andcr.son  and 
Charles  Anderson— were  still  at  the* 
scene,  connecting  the  leading  wire  to 
the  charges  cf  dynamite,  preparatory 
to  exploding  them,  when  the  lightning 
struck  the  shafthouse,  ran  down  the 
steel  cable  attached  to  the  skip,  which 
was  resting  at  the  bottom,  and  ex- 
ploded the  charges  in  two  holes.  Erick- 
son was  Instantly  killed  and  his  com- 
panions  severely   hurt. 

BRITISH  FLEET  SAILS. 
London,  Aug.  15.— The  British  chan- 
nel flee-t,  consisting  of  eleven  battle- 
shlrf.  eight  cruisers  and  a  flotilla  of 
torpedo  boats,  under  command  of  Sir 
Arthur  Wilson,  sailed  from  Splthead 
today  bound  for  the  Baltic  »ea.  Dur- 
ing the  cruise  the  scjuadron  will  visit 
Youlden,  Graa  Deep,  Swirtmunde  and

MOON'S  ECLIPSE 
SEEN  BY  MANY 

Sky    Was"  Filled   With 

Clouds  a  Part  of 

the  Time. 

New  York,  Aug.  15.— Although  the  con- 
ditions here  were  not  ideal  last  night, 
many  persons  saw  the  ecllps  of  the  moor. 
The  skies  were  filled  with  banks  of  fleecy 
clouds,  which  for  the  greater  part  of  the 
evening  obscured  the  face  of  the  satellite. 
There  were  periods  every  few  mlnuts, 
however,  which  afforded  a  good  view  of 
tho  eclipse. 

The  moon  entered  the  penumbra,  as  ob- 
served from  New  York,  at  12  minutes 
past  8  o'clock,  and  at  17  minutes  to  10  waa 
In  the  shadow  of  the  earth.  It  appeared 
aa  though  a  liberal  slice  had  been  cut  oft 
from  its  southern  horn.

WOOU  POR  PULP. 

Forest  Service  Is  Experiment- 
ins:  With  Various  Kinds. 

Washington,  Aug.  15. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Experiments  to  deter- 
mine the  value  of  various  woods  for 
pulp  are  being  made  by  the  forest 
service.  The  enormouB  growth  of  the 
pulp  paper  industry  nas  made  heavy 
Inroads  on  supplits  of  spruce,  a  wood 
which  is  suitiible  for  many  other  pur- 
posts,  and  It  Is  only  within  the  last 
few  years  that  other  woods  have  been 
added  to  the  list  of  the  jmper  manu- 
facturer. 

The  first  wood  to  follow  spruce  was 
balsam  flr,  then  came  for  certain  kinds 
of  paper,  poplar.  Very  recently  the 
Virginia  or  scrub  pine  has  been  used 
with  success.  It  is  the  object  of  the 
experiments  now  under  way  to  In- 
vestigate what  further  species  are 
serviceable  for  pulp.

Olouster.  Ohio,  Aug.  15.— All  of  the 
miners,  numbering  over  400,  of  the  Sun- 
day Creek  Coal  company's  mine  No.  256 
are  now  on  a  strike,  and  they  will  be  out 
for  some  time,  according  to  present  Indi- 
cations. The  trouble  started  when  Mine 
Sui>erintendent  David  Williams,  Sr.,  or- 
dered John  Rothery.  one  of  the  drivers,  to 
take  a  few  empty  coal  cars  to  a  miner 
who  was  ahead  of  hla  turn.  This  he  re- 
fused to  do.  and  Williams,  it  is  said, 
promptly  discharged  him,  at  the  same 
time  abusing  him.  Rev.  Morgan  L^wls. 
who  was  a  bystander,  waa  also  attacked 
by  WilUama  and  badly  beaten.  David 
Williams.  Jr.,  also  came  Into  the  scramble. 
The  WlUiamses  were  arrested  on  a 
charge  of  as.sault  and  battery  and  pleaded 
not  guilty.  Young  Williams  was  bound 
over  to  court  on  a  bond  of  $2uO.  and  the 
elder  Williams  in  two  bonds  of  $:So  each 
on  two  charges. 

Both  men  wore  released,  and  all  trouble 
was  thought  over,  but  atujut  11  o'clock, 
while  Rev.  Lewis  was  sitting  on  the  curb- 
ing of  the  pavement  on  High  street,  both 
of  the  Williams  men  sneaked  un  b«hlnd 
him.  The  elder  Williams,  he  states,  car- 
ried a  knife.  He  vrna  kicked  and  bruised, 
and  another  Williams  boy  (Thomas)  dealt 
the  minister  a  heavy  blow  on  the  head 
with  a  pair  of  metal  knuokles.

So 
far  the  Inquiry  has  been  contlnod  to  the 
contracts   for  furs. 

Among  those  examined  by  MaJ.  Strong 
yesterday  were  Robert  Charlton  and  E.  F. 
Beckett,  assistant  Inspectors  at  the  ar- 
senal. Charlton  testified  that  he  never 
passed  goods  not  up  to  the  specifications. 
He  said  a  firm  of  garment  makers  had 
attempted  to  bribe  him  by  offering  »2.00a 
If  he  would  be  easy  on  them  in  ills  In- 
spection of  their  goods.  He  refused  Use 
money  and  informed  the  commandant  of 
the  arsenal  of  the  affair.  He  also  said 
that  he  had  been  apiJfoached  several 
times  by  other  contractors. 

Inspector  Beckett  said  he  had  frequently 
put  hii«  stamp  of  approval  on  goods  which 
he  knew  should  have  been  marked  Infer-

The  company  is  making  a  campaign  for 
the  elimination,  so  far  as  possible,  of 
every  form  of  fabric  in  the  cars.  It  is  not 
pos.sible  to  do  away  with  carpets  entiicly, 
but  their  use  is  being  restricted  as  much 
as  possible.  Thus,  instead  of  their  use 
in  smoking  retoms.  wash  rooms,  e  losets 
and  vestibules,  these  sections  of  the  cars 
have  a  floor  covering  of  a  sr)eclally  pre- 
pared rubber  tiling,  which  is  dust  proof 
and  highly  sanitary.  A  thin  rubber  sheet- 
ing heavily  enameled  in  white  is  u.sed  In 
the  walls  "of  the  toilet  rooms  and  also  In 
the  linen  lockers  assuring  perfect  hy- 
gienic conditions. 

In  their  fight  .-igainst  the  use  of  fabrics 
in  car  decoration  eme  of  the   first  things 
to  be  done  away  with  were  the  two  small 
portiere     curtains    at    each    car     window. 
These  were  capable  of  catching  and  hold- 
ing more  dust  and  dise-ase  germs  than  all 
other  parts  of  the  car  combined  and  w^io 
looked  upon  by  exjierts  as  being  the  v/orst 
feature  of  the  old  form  of  car  decoration 
as    passengers    we'uld    lean    against    then 
and  in  breathing  inhale  whatever  partiev 
ular  form  of  microbe  or  dust  germ  might 
have    le  und    lodgment    there.

Interesting  Address  De- 
livered to  British  Asso- 
ciation at  Capetown. 


Capetown,  Aug.  16.— The  members  of 
the  British  association  arrived  here 
yesterday  and  at  their  first  session  last 
night  President  George  Howard  Dar- 
win delivered  an  address. 

President  Darwin,  illustrating  In  the 
outset  the  augmentation  of  man's  power 
over  the  forces  of  nature  during  the 
past  four  centuries,  recalled  the  fact 
that  Barthulomeu  Diaz,  the  discoverer 
of  the  Cape  of  Storms,  spent  sixteen 
months  on  his  voyage,  while  a  ship  of 
13,000  tons  had  just  brought  his  hearers 
there,  in  safety  and  luxury,  in  little 
more  than  a  fortnight.  If  tixlay  was 
less  romantic,  the  lot  of  man  was  easier 
for  he  had  Inherited  the  accumulated 
endowment  of  centurie.s  of  genius  and 
labor.  Scarcely  a  year  passed  with- 
out some  new  marvel  of  discovery  or 
invention,  and  the  rate  at  which  the 
development  of  knowledge  proceeded 
seemed  truly  astonishing;  but  from  -i 
wider  point  of  view  the  scale  of  time 
was  relatively  unimportant,  for  the  uni- 
verse was  leisurely  in  its  procedure.  It 
must  always  t>e  profoundly  Interesting 
to  trace  successive  cause  and  effect  in 
the  chain  of  events  which  make  up  th^ 
history  of  the  earth  and  to  speculate 
on  the  origin  and  future  of  animals, 
planets,  suna  and  stars.  He  would, 
therefore,  try  to  set  forth  some  of  the 
attempts  which  had  been  made  to  for- 
mulate evolutionary  speculation.  This 
choice  of  a  subject  had  been  almost  on 
him  by  the  .scope  of  his  own  scientific 
work  and  was,  he  thought,  justified  by 
Oie  name  he  bore.  A  belief  in  the  grad- 
ual and  orderly  transformation  of  na- 
ture, both  animate  and  inanimate,  was 
of  great  antiquity,  but  until  recently 
theories  of  evolution  In  both  realms  of 
nature,  were  partial  and  dlscontlnuou.s, 
and  the  chains  of  facts  were  corre- 
spondingly .short  and  disconnected.  At 
length  the  theory  of  natural  selection, 
by  formulating  the  cause  of  the  di- 
vergence of  forms  in  the  organized 
world  from  the  parental  stock,  fur- 
nished the  naturalist  with  a  clue  by 
which  he  examined  the  disordered  mass 
of  facts  before  him,  and  he  was  thus  en- 
abled to  go  far  in  deducing  order  where 
chaos  had  ruled  before,  but  the  prob- 
lem of  reducing  the  heap  to  perfect  or- 
der would  probably  baffle  the  ingenuity 
of  the  Investigator  forever.  So  illum- 
inating had  been  this  new  idea  that 
thousands  of  new  facts  had  been 
brought  to  light  and  strung  in  due 
order  on  the  necklace  of  knowledge. 
It  was  not  his  object  nor  was  he  com- 
petent to  examine  the  extent  to  which 
tne  theory  of  natural  selection  had 
needed  modification  since  It  was  first 
formulated  by  his  father  and  Wallace. 
But  he  was  justified  in  maintaining 
that  the  general  principle  held  its 
place  firmly  as  a  permanent  acquisition 
to  modes  of  thought.  Evolutionary  doc- 
trines concerning  inanimate  nature, 
although  of  much  older  date  than  thoso 
which  concern  life,  had  been  pro- 
foundly aflfocied  by  this  great 
impulse,  and  the  origin  and  history  of 
the  chemical  elements  and  of  stellar 
systems  now  occupied  a  far  larger 
space  In  the  scientific  mind  than  was 
formerly  the  case.  The  mystery  of  life 
remained  as  Impenetrable  as  ever 
His  point  of  view  was  il- 
lustrated by  a  reference  to  po- 
litical history.  The  degree  of  persist- 
ence or  permanence  of  a  species,  of  a 
configuration  of  matter,  or  of  a  state 
depended  on  the  perfection  of  Its 
adaptation  to  its  surrounding  condi- 
tions If  they  traced  the  history  of  a 
state  tliey  found  the  degree  of  its 
stability  gradually  changing,  slowly 
rising  to  a  maximum,  and  then  slowly 
declining.  When  It  fell  to  nothing  a 
revolution  ensued  and  a  new  form  of 
government  was  established.  The 
physicist,  like  the  biologrist  and  the 
historian,  watched  the  effect  of  slowly 
varying  external  conditions;  he  saw 
the  quality  of  persistence  or  stability 
gradually  decaying  until  it  vanished, 
when  there  ensued  what  was  called  in 
poliiks  a  revolution.  The.se  consider- 
ations led  him  to  doubt  whether  biolo- 
gists had  been  correct  in  hjoking  for 
continuous  transformation  of  species. 
Judging  by  analogy,  they  should  rather 
expect  to  find  slight  continuous 
changes  occurring  during  a  long  period 
of  time  followed  by  a  somewhat  sud- 
den transformation  into  a  now  spe- 
cies, or  by  rapid  extinction.  The  time 
scale  in  the  transmutation  of  species  of 
animals  was  furnished  by  the  geo- 
logical record,  although  it  was  not 
possible  to  translate  that  record  Into 
years.  The  time  needed  for  a  change 
of  type  In  atoms  or  molecules  might  be 
measured  by  the  millionth  of  a  second, 
while  in  the  history  of  the  stars  con- 
tinuous changt-a  occupied  millions  of 
years.  Notwithstanding  this  giganMc 
contrast  in  speed  the  proce.ss  involved 
seemed  to  be  essentially  the  same.  The 
study  of  stability  and  instability,  then, 
furnished  the  proWenis  which  the 
physicist  and  biologist  alike  attempted 
to  solve.  The  fascinating  idea  that 
matter  of  all  kinds  had  a  common  sub- 
stratum was  of  remote  antiquity.  In 
the  middle  .ages  the  alchemists,  in- 
spired by  this  idea,  conceived  the  pos- 
sibility of  transforming  the  baser 
metals  intij  gold.  Although  even  the 
disscciative  ^tage  of  the  alchemistic 
problem  still  lay  beyond  the  power  of 
the  Chemist,  yet  modern  r^gfjarches 
seemed  to  furnish  a  sufficiently  clear 
idea  of  the  structure  of  atoms  to  en- 
able them  to  see  what  would  have  to 
be  done  to  effect  a  Ifahsformation  of 
elernents.  Natural  selection  might  seeiifi, 
at  Ai?l  sight,  as  remote  a~s  tho  poles 
asunder,  from  the  idea  of  the  alchem- 
ist, yet  di.s.sociation  and  transmutation 
depended  on  the  instability  and  re- 
gained stability  of  the  atom,  and  the 
survival  of  the  stable  atom  depended 
on  the  principle  of  natural  selection. 
Within  the  last  few  years  ek>ctrlcal 
researches  had  shown  that  the  atom 
was  not  Indivi-sible,  and  a  flood  of  light 
had  been  thrown  thereby  on  the  ulti- 
mate constitution  of  matter.  By  vari- 
ous convergent  lines  of  experiment  it 
had  been  proved  that  the  .simplest 
ot  all  atoms— that  of  hydro- 
gen—consisted of  about  800 
separate  parts,  while  the  number  of 
parts  in  the  atom  of  the  denser  metals 
must  be  counted  by  tens  of  thousands. 
These  separate  parts  of  the  atom  had 
h.im  called  corpuscles  or  electrons,  and 
mig-ht  be  described  as  particles  of  neg-

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atlve  electricity.  The  mechanism  wras 
as  yet  obscure  whereby  the  mutual  re- 
pulsion of  the  negative  corpuscles  was 
restrained  from  breaking  by  the  atom, 
but  a  positive  electrical  charge,  or 
something  equivalent,  must  exist  In 
the  atom,  to  prevent  disruption.  The 
existence  in  the  atom  ^f  this  com- 
munity of  negative  corpuscles  was  cer- 
tain, aiid  tliey  knew  further  that  they 
were  moving  in  speeds  which  might  in 
some  cases  be  comparable  to  the  vel- 
ocity of  light,  namely,  200,000  miles  a 
second.  But  the  mechanism  whereby 
they  were  held  together  in  a  group 
was  hypothetical.  It  appeared  that 
there  were  definite  arrangements  of 
the  orbits  in  which  the  corpuscles  must 
revolve,  if  they  were  to  be  persistent 
or  stable  in  their  motions.  The  cor- 
puscles in  one  community  might  make 
thousiinds  of  revolutions  l)efore  in- 
stability declared  itself,  but  it  must 
finally  break  up,  and  the  corpuscles 
must  disperse  or  rearrange  themselves 
after  the  ejection  of  some  of  their  num- 
ber. If  the  elements  were  not  eternal 
In  the  i>ast,  was  there  any  reason  to 
believe  that  they  would  be  eternal  in 
the  future?  Although  the  conception 
of  the  decay  of  an  element  and  its 
si)ontaneous  transmutation  into  an- 
other element  would  have  seemed  ab- 
solutely repugnant  to  the  chemist,  un- 
til recently,  yet  analogy  with  other 
moving  systems  seemed  to  suggest  that 
the  elements  were  not  eternal.  Thom- 
son conceived  that  an  atom  might  be 
con.structed  after  a  model  he  had  de- 
vjst.(i_an  electrical  miniature  plan- 
etary system,  which  was  a  triumph  of 
mathematical  power— that  he  thought 
might  be  made  to  run  for  a  million 
years,  but  it  would  not  be  eternal.  Such 
■I  conclusion  was  an  absolute  contra- 
diction to  all  that  was  known  of  the 
elements  until  recently,  for  no  symp- 
toms of  decay  were  perceived,  and  the 
eloments  existing  In  the  solar  system 
must  already  have  lasted  for  millions 
of  vears.  Nevertheless,  there  was  good 
rerson  to  believe  that  in  radium,  and 
III  other  elements  ijossessing  very  com- 
plex atoms,  they  did  actually  ot>serve 
that  break-up  and  spontaneous  rear- 
rangement which  constituted  a  trans- 
mutation of  elements.  It  was  imp<j«- 
slble  to  say  how  science  would  solve 
this  diflBculty.  but  future  discovery  in 
this  field  must  prove  deeply  interest- 
ing. It  might  well  be  that  the  tram 
of  thought  he  had  sketched  would  ulti- 
mately profoundly  affect  the  material 
side  of  human  life.  Communities  of 
atoms  possessed  every  degree  of  sta- 
blhty.     The  existence  of  some  was  so

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precarious  that  the  chemist  In  his  la- 
boratory could  barely  retain  them  for 
a  moment;  others  wore  so  stubborn 
that  he  could  l>arely  break  them  up. 
In  this  ca.se,  dissociation  and  reunion 
into  new  forms  of  commu.nities  were  in 
incessant  and  spontane.)us  progress 
throughout  the  world.  The  more  per- 
sistent or  more  stable  combinationa 
succecHled  in  their  struggle  for  life,  and 
were  found  in  vast  quantities,  as  in  the 
ca-sies  of  common  salt  and  of  the  com- 
binations of  silicon.  Stability  was 
further  a  property  of  relationship  to 
surrounding  conditions;  it  donatea 
adantation  to  environment.  Thus,  salt 
was  adapt-^d  to  the  struggle  for  exist- 
ence on  the  earth,  but  It  could  not 
withstand  the  severe  condition  which 
existed  in  the  sun.

charge of  the  bullet.  It  was  stated  In 
the  communication  that  this  will  be  dem- 
onstrated at  a  test  which  will  be  given 
on  the  grounds  next  the  armory  tomor- 
row morning  at  9  o'clock. 

A  discussion  followed  this  communica- 
tion. Chief  McQuadc  of  Chattanooga  said 
that  this  test  is  a  thing  he  wishes  to  see. 
lie  hlm-«elf.  he  said,  does  not  know  posi- 
tively If  the  statement  is  true,  but  that 
It  was  claimed  that  at  his  neighboring 
city,  Memphis,  at  a  fire,  bullets  flew 
across   the  street  out  of  brass  shells. 

Chief  Higglns  of  Albany,  N.  Y..  claimed 
that  he  has  seen  it  demonstrated  that 
copper  shells  do  not  so  explode. 

Chief  Rosctta  of  Nashville  says  he  has 
never  considered  cartridges  dangerous  in 
a    flre.

It  Is.  how- 
ever, asked  if  even  the  railroad  which 
cuts  this  province  in  three  portions, 
and  an  instrument  of  civilization  and 
development  of  ht,r  riches,  will  be 
abandoned  to  Chinese  neglect.  With  re- 
gard to  the  Harbln-Llatung  railroad 
the  institution  ot  a  Chinese  administr.i- 
tion  had  been  understood  as  this  line 
has  no  strategic  legitimate  value  ex- 
cept for  China.  But  it  is  quite  different 
with  the  line  uniting  Vladivostok  to 
Russia,  which  it  is  impossible  for  the 
Muscovite  empire  because  of  its  strat- 
ego  to  make  valuable  to  depend  on  a 
Chinese  railroad.  Technical  researches 
have  shown  the  enormous  difficulty  jf 
uniting  Vladivostok  and  Port  Arthur 
with  Europe  around  the  Amur.  So  the 
civilized  world  welcomed  the  decision 
of  Russia  to  build  a  railroad  through 
Manchuria.  Russia  made  this  immense 
effort  which,  considering  the  policy  of 
the  open  door,  will  be  of  great  and 
equal  advantage  to  the  commerce  of 
the  world.  It  is  therefore  just  that 
Russia  should  have  the  material  guar- 
anty that  the  railroad  line  should  not 
run  the  least  risk  of  being  destroyed 
or  cut  by  the  brigands  or  that  it 
should  suffer  in  case  of  a  misunder- 
standing with  China.  The  commerce  of 
the  world  will  gain  very  much  if  Japan 
should  be  entrusted  with  the  guarding 
of  the  line  and  Russia  with  the  pro- 
tection of  the  north  line,  mutually 
pledging  themselves  to  follow  the  policy 
of  the  open  door  in  the  whole  province."

M.  Pokotiloff,  one  of 
the  Russian  delegates,  was  manager  of 
the  bank  in  St.  Petersburg  until  a  few 
months  ago.  when  he  was  sent  to 
Pckin  as  minister,  upon  the  death  of 
M.  Lessar. 

M.  Berger.  the  attorney  of  the  bank, 
is  also  here  and  the  fight  upon  this  ar- 
ticle is  sure  to  prove  extremely  inter- 
esting and  possibly  prolonged,  as  Rus- 
sia will  contest  the  Japanese  conten- 
tion that  the  Ru.ssian  government  is 
the  real  owner  of  the  railroad  and  that 
it  was  built  for  purely  strategic  pur- 
poses.

When  he  has  enough  barrels  of  fish 
stored  away  to  last  him  through  the 
winter,  he  stops  fishing,  as  he  thinks 
it  Is  a  sin  to  kill  any  creature,  even  a 
fish,   except   for   food. 

From  his  garden  he  cans  his  vege- 
tables and  berries.  Everything  that  he 
needs  is  supplied  from  nature's  "pork 
barrel." 

The  $10  which  he  spends  annually 
goes  for  tobacco,  fish-hooka  and  cloth- 
ing. 


Has  Now  Married  Girl 
Named  as  the  Co- 
respondent. 


New  York,  Aug.  16.— Augustus  Ralph 
Keller,  for  many  yeiirs  president  of 
Gebbie  &  Co.,  publishers  of  editions 
de  luxe  In  this  city  and  Philadelphia, 
has  finally  made  peac»  with  his  first 
wife.  Annie  Louise  Keller.  He  is  no 
longer  compelled  to  sequestrate  him- 
self from  the  eyes  of  .SherifT  Etlanger's 
deputes,  even  in  so  pleasant  a  spot  as 
Plainfield,  for  the  purjwso  of  evading 
orders  of  arrest  issued  by  the  supreme 
court  because  of  his  failure  to  pay  her 
alimony.  He  will  be  permitted  hence- 
fortii  to  live  with  his  second  wife,  who 
was  the  co-resp<jndent  named  in  the 
first  Keller's  suit  for  an  absolute  di- 
vorce,  without  fear  of   molestation. 

To  secure  this  happy  slate  of  affairs 
Mr.  Keller  parted  with  $>j,250.  according 
to  the  papers  receiving  the  approval  of 
the  supreme  court  justices. 

Mr.  Keller  is  Inclined  to  look  upon

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Keller  w^e  married  in 
this  city  in  1383.  Three  children  were 
born  to  them.  Arthur,  the  youngest, 
still  living  with  his  <iiot^er  by  order 
of  the  court.  They  flVe«l  together  in 
this  city  until  1SS9.  when  differences 
aro.se,  and  in  1897  It  was  suggested 
that  they  should  live  3ipart.  An  agree- 
ment was  entered  into  to  that  effect, 
and,  according  to  Mr.  KoUer.  .some  time 
later  neg>Jtiatlons  were  opened  looking 
to  a  divorce.  Proceedings  to  this  end 
were  begun  in  the  supreme  court  by 
Mrs.  Keller  in  January.

While  these  proceedings  were  pending 
in  the  courts  Mr.  Keller  stuck  pretty 
closely  to  his  Now  Jqrsoy  home.  The 
appellate  division  reverse«l  the  order 
of  the  lower  court,  directing  the  im- 
prisonment of  Mr.  Keller  for  contempt 
of  court  in  failing  to  «lve  a  bond  of 
$5  000  to  secure  the  payment  of  ali- 
mony, on  the  gniund  that  he  had  never 
been  served  with  the  papers  in  the 
proceeding;  but  it  upheld  the  appoint- 
ment of  Sampson  H.  Weinhandler  as 
receiver  of  Keller's  property  in  this 
city  and  the  order  increasing  the  ali- 
mony from  $8f>  to  $112. 

This  decision  led  to  negrotiations  for 
a  settlement,  which  have  proved  suc- 
cessful.

An  Argument    For    En- 
forcement   of   Child 
Labor  Legislation. 


Detroit,  Mich.,  Aug.  16.— At  the  nine- 
teenth annual  convention  of  the  Interna- 
tional Association  of  Factory  Inspectors, 
held  here  today,  Oren  R.  Lovejoy, 
assistant  secretary  of  the  national  child 
labor  committee,  si>oke  on  the  enfoix-e- 
ment  of  child  labor  legislation,  saying  in 
part: 

When  Industry  lays  its  hands  upon 
childhood  and  makes  conscripts  of  the  de- 
fenseless then  industry  strikes  at  the 
hfe  of  the  state,  lor  the  state  is  a  vital 
organism,  not  a  crystal.  The  economic 
theories  of  the  manufacturer.  If  apuHed 
in  the  indu.strles  under  his  control,  be- 
come directly  the  affair  of  society,  and 
hero  lies  the  Justification  of  lejjislatlon 
governing  employment. 

The  men  and  women  who  come  from 
the  ranks  of  child  labor  into  our  alms- 
houses and  hospitals,  together  with  those 
vouth  who  having  passed  the  period  of 
childhood  and  not  yet  arrived  at  maturity, 
stand  idle  in  the  market  becau.se  they  will 
not  compote  at  the  wages  with  the  labor 
of  little  children  and  cannot  comnete 
with  the  more  exacting  labor  of  adults, 
and  that  larger  standing  army  of  work- 
loss  men  whose  places  in  the  factory  have 
been  taken  by  little  hands  that  can  tend 
the  almost  human  machines  and  yet  corn- 
mand  only  a  child's  pay  for  a  man's 
work,  these  fasten  upon  .society  that  mill- 
.stone  which  it  was  long  ago  declared 
might  justly  be  hanged  about  the  nock  of 
him  who  causes  one  of  these  little  ones  to 
stumble. 

Despite  the  efforts  to  reduce  the  army 
of  working  children  in  America,  during 
the  perior  from  IsSO  to  IJKX),  while  the 
population  of  the  country  Increased  onlv 
50  per  cent  the  number  of  boys  from  10 
to  15  years  of  age  engaged  in  mechanical 
and  manufacturing  pur.'sults  Incrca.sed  loO 
per  cent,  while  the  number  of  Kirls  he- 
tweon  the  same  ages  and  in  the  same 
cla«s  of  industries  Incroa.^ed  150  per  cent. 

All  the  duties  of  the  factory  Inspector, 
to  criticise  laws  to  investigate  conditions 
and  to  Interpret  Information,  have  for 
their  purpo.se  the  enforcement  of  law. 
But  this  does  not  relieve  the  private  citi- 
zen of  obligation.  Ours  has  l>een  called 
"a  government  by  complaint."  All  legis- 
lation is  the  direct  result  of  concentrated 
influence  brought  to  bear  upon  law  mak- 
ers Naturally  the  Intere.sts  directly  af- 
fericd  are  first  to  pre.sent  their  claims, 
and  representatives  of  various  industries 
arc  always  at  hand  to  oppose  restriction 
of  night  work,  the  raising  of  age  limits, 
and  other  child  labor  legislation,  one 
cotton  manufacturer  recently  even  as- 
serting that  the  machinery  of  his  In- 
dustry is  eapeciallv  con.structed  to  ac- 
commodate the  height  of  children  10  and 
12   years  old.

army  of  tolling  children?  Who  will  ar- 
ray the  pale  faces  and  crippled  limbs  and 
hollow  chests  and  dwarfed  Intellects  and 
moral  fatigue  of  these  little  laborers  to 
plead  for  them?  Who  will  show  that 
this  army  is  a  menace  not  only,  to  Itself, 
but  to  society?  Who  will  demonstrate 
that  one  of  the  greatest  forces  lying 
at  the  root  of  the  •labor  proldem  '  is  this 
inarticulate  Juvenile  army  which  a  .short- 
s^lghled  Industrial  economy  keeps  on 
hand  as  raw  material  to  force  the  labor 
market?  These  children  are  not  con- 
scious of  their  need  and  are  most  fre- 
quently arrayed  against  any  effort  to 
emancipate  them.  To  expect  a  few  in- 
spectors to  plead  alone  a  cause  which  Is 
the  concern  of  all  society  is  a  cowardly 
shirking  of  responsibility  which  cannot 
be  indulged  without  the  atrophy  of  the 
social  conscience.  The  greatest  menace 
to  our  democracy  Is  delegated  responsi- 
bility. 

Private  entcrprl.se  must  undertake  the 
collection  of  Information  that  cannot  be 
gathered  by  an  official.  For  example,  the 
Inw  h\  Pennsylvania  forbids  the  em'^l  •/ 
ment  of  children  uflder  14  In  the  cial 
breaks  and  the  records  of  the  minci  .-^.how 
that  the  law  is  obeyed.  Yet  in  May  of 
the  present  year  an  investlg.atlon  by  the 
national  child  labor  committee  showed 
that  In  one  small  borough  of  7,000  popu- 
lation, among  the  boys  working  in  the 
breakers  thirty-tlve  were  9  years  old, 
forty  were  10.  forty-flve  were  eleven,  and 
forty-live  were  12.  Over  150  boys  work- 
ing illegally  in  the  single  borough.  The 
extent  of  the  Held  of  mine  inspection  and 
the  defects  in  the  law  regarding  proof 
of  age,  left  tho  Inspector  powerless  to 
correct  this  abuse. 

The  proprietor  of  a  succe.ssful  glass 
hou.se  recently  with  pride'  brought  me  to 
a  braall  boy  who  sat  on  a  IdW  stool  tying 
glass  stoppers  Into  small  bottles.  He  sat 
bent  over  his  work,  the  bottles -Jiold  be- 
tween his  knees  and  the  bundle  of  string 
at  his  hip,  his  body  thrown  forward  and 
his  chest  contracted,  his  thin  arms  flying 
with  the  swift  aind  accurate  motion  of  a 
perfect  machine,  as  he  hurried  in  his  la- 
bor for  ten  hours  a  day.  Thre^  knots 
were  made  for  each  and  his  daily  task 
was  300  dozen  botles.  As  a  machine  i.e  is 
perfect,  but  as  the  precursor  of  a  healthy 
man  he  Is  a  failure.  He  has  lieen  reduced 
to  a  bundle  of  quivering  nerves  and  can 
doubtless  tie  knots  at  lightning  speed 
easier  than  he  ca«i  sit  still.  The  bf)y  is 
already  above  the  legal  age,  having  spent 
six  years  of  his  life  on  that  stool.  Since 
no  law  is  violated  the  inspector  is  holp- 
les.".  Only  aroused  public  sentiment  can 
correct  such  evils  as  this. 

It  is  rather  too  much  to  hope  that  the 
near  future  will  witness  uniform  child 
labor  leglslatitm  In  the  different  stacs. 
but  It  Is  one  of  the  aims  of  the  national 
child  labor  committee  to  hasten  the  har- 
monizing of  legislation  as  rapidly  as  so- 
cial and  economic  interests  will  justify 
a  rising  standard.  We  phu:e  our.selves  at 
your  service  and  the  service  of  the  state, 
unhampered  by  official  ohligalon  a-nd  m- 
cluding  In  our  membership  advocates  of 
this  cause  from  all  sections  of  the  coun- 
try regardless  of  state  boundaries,  and 
we  desire  to  co-operate  with  all  possible 
forces  until  in  every  vomer  of  our  land 
child  life  shall  be  secure  agaiflst  the 
stupidity  of  Ignorance  and  the  cupidity

WOfUmG   WRONGFUL 

In  Death  of  Pugilist  on  Board 
Cruiser  Yankee. 

Washington.  Aug.  IG.-Secretary  Bona- 
parte, after  a  thorough  examination  of  the 
records  in  the  ca.se  of  Raphael  Cohen,  the 
coal  passer  on  the  converted  cruiser  Yan- 
kee whose  death  resulted  from  injuries 
received  in  a  boxing  contst  held  on  an 
American  warship  in  Dominican  water  on 
July  9  .said  that  from  an  investigation 
of  the  records  he  saw  nothing  wrongful, 
although  of  course,  it  was  extremely  de- 
plorable that  Cohen  should  have  lost  his 
Ufe.  He  added  that  boxing  and  athletics 
generally  are  encouraged  in  the  service, 
'  because  of  their  bneficial  influnce  on  the 
health  of  the  men.  as  well  as  to  rehevo 
the  tedium  of  a  sailor's  life.  The  court 
found  that  neither  Cohen's  adversary  nor 
an'"'  other  person  was  in  any  wise  culpable 
and  recommended  that  no  further  action 
be  taken.  ,       ^    ,, 

Admiral  Bradford  approved  the  finding 
of  the  court  as  at  present  formed,  and 
the  department  ttnds  nothing  In  the  case 
that  calls  for  action. 

CAUSE  OF  BOYCOTT 

Is  Discourteous  Treatment  to 
Sons  of  influential  Chinese. 

San  Francisco.  Aug.  15.— J.  W.  David- 
.son.  acting  consul  general  at  Shangliai, 
who  arrived  from  the  Orient  yesterday, 
says  that  the  cau.se  of  the  Chinese  boy- 
cott is  the  discourteous  treatment  which 
the  sons  of  influential  Chinese  ofliciala 
have  received  at  the  hands  of  immigra- 
tion officials  on  landing  at  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Davidson  thought  that  the  fact 
that  orders  had  already  been  placed  for 
six  months  ahead  for  delivery  of  Ameri- 
can goods  would  prevent  the  boycott  be- 
ing successful,  but  he  admtted  that  a 
popular  anti-foreign  fleeling  might  be 
aroused  which  would  carry  the  fight  be- 
yond control  and  result  in  serious  conse- 
quences.

Keller,  for  many  years  president  of 
Gebble  &  Co.,  publishers  of  editions 
de  luxe  in  this  city  and  Philadelphia, 
has  finally  made  peac«  with  his  first 
wife.  Annie  Louise  Keller.  He  Is  no 
longer  compelled  to  sequestrate  him- 
self frcrm  the  eyes  of  .Sheriff  Etlanger's 
deputes,  even  in  so  pleasant  a  spot  as 
Plainfleld,  for  the  purpose  of  evading 
orders  of  arrest  Issued  by  the  supreme 
cjjurt  because  oif  his  failure  to  pay  her 
alimony.  He  will  be  pr^nnltted  hence- 
forth to  live  with  his  second  wife,  who 
was  the  oo-re-Jixjiident  n  uned  in  the 
first  Keller's  suit  for  an  absolute  di- 
vorce,  without  fear  of  molestation. 

To  secure  this  happy  state  of  affairs 
Mr.  Keller  parted  with  $';.250,  according 
to  the  papers  receiving  the  approval  of 
the  supreme  court  justices. 

Mr.  Keller  is  Inclined  to  look  upon 
the  transaction  as  a  gfiod  bcirgain.  for 
when  negotiations  were  first  opened 
looking  toward  a  sett^pufent,  it  is  un- 
derstood that  the  flr.st  lCfS._  Keller  held 
out  for  the  purchase  of  "an  annuity 
which  would  have  cosf  her  former  hus- 
band $28,000.  As  It  is,  Uie  litigation, 
covering  a  period  of  i^ny  years,  is 
Siiid  to  have  cost  Mr.^eller  in  the 
iieighlx)rhood  of  $30,000.    :- 

Mr.  ;md  Mrs.  Keller  w^pre  married  in 
this  city  in  1883.  Three  children  were 
born  to  them.  Arthur,  the  youngest, 
still  living  with  his  paotJier  by  order 
of  the  court.  They  Bvod  together  in 
this  city  until  1SS9.  .when  differences 
aro.se,  and  in  1897  it  was  suggested 
that  they  should  Uvo  xpart.  An  agree- 
ment was  entered  mtt^  to  that  effect, 
and.  according  to  Mr.  KoUer.  some  time 
later  negotiations  were  opened  looking 
to  a  divorce.  Proceedings  to  this  end 
were  begun  in  the  supreme  court  by 
Mrs.  Keller  in  January.  1302,  she  nam- 
ing as  co-respon<lent  a  bcaufiful  young 
wom.m  who  she  d^^  lared  had  be-^n  em- 
ployed by  her  hu.'iband  as  a  stenog- 
rapher and  typewriter  in  the  Philadel- 
phia office  of  her  husband's  firm.  On 
Ai)ril  21  -of  the  same  year  Justice  Fitz- 
gerald of  the  supreme  court  gr  inted 
Mrs.  Keller  a  de-^ree  of  ab.«oluto  dl- 
i  \-oree.  and  awarded  h-^r  the  custody  of 
the  minor  child.   Arthur   liay   Keller. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  same  dtxiree 
Mrs.  Keller  was  aw.irdeti  alimony  at 
the  rate  of  $8')  a  month,  while  her  htts- 
b.md  was  prohibited  from  remarrying. 
Prior  to  this  time.  Mrs.  Keller  asserted, 
her  husband  had  been  allowing  her 
$lir.  a  month  for  household  expenses, 
"while  at  the  .same  time  he  was  main- 
taining a  richly  appointed  eslabli-sh- 
ment  In  Larehwixid  street,  Philadel- 
phia, for  the  M-respondent.  upon  the 
evidence  of  who.se  relations  with  the 
defendant  the  decree  wa,s  secured,  and 
which  co-respondent  is  now  the  wife  of 
the  defendant  " 

Justice  tVGorman  i.ssued  an  order  ad- 
judging Keller  in  contempt  for  failure 
to  nay  the  alimony,  and  committing 
him'  to  the  custody  of  the  sheriff.  Mr. 
Keller  retained  Lawyers  Moses  H. 
Crossman  and  Alfred  Beekman  of 
Hous  <.  Grvosman  &  V'orhaus,  to  take 
an  appt-al  to  the  appellate  division. 
While  these  pro'eeding.n  were  pending 
in  the  courts  Mr.  Keller  stuck  pretty 
closely  to  his  Now  Jers(>y  home,  The 
aivpoUate  divisi-n  revers.^i  the  order 
of  the  lower  court,  directing  the  im- 
prisonment of  Mr.  Keller  for  -ontempt 
of  ec^urt  in  falling  to  give  a  bond  of 
$ri  000  to  secure  the  payment  of  ali- 
mony, on  the  giNjund  that  he  had  never 
been  .served  with  the  papers  in  the 
proceeding:  but  it  upheld  the  appoint- 
ment of  S.ajnpson  H.  Welnhandler  as 
receiver  of  Keller's  property  in  this 
citv  and  the  ord«  r  in-jreising  the  ali- 
mo'nv  from  %S^>  to  $112. 

This  deci.slon  led  to  negotiations  for 
a  settlement,  which  have  proved  suc- 
cessful.

Detroit,  Mich.,  Aug.  IC— At  the  nine- 
teenth annual  conve  ition  of  the  Interna- 
tional A.ssociatlon  of  Factory  Inspectors, 
held  here  today,  Oren  R.  Lovejoy, 
assi.stant  secretary  of  the  n.atlonal  child 
labor  committee.  Pi)oke  on  the  enforce- 
ment of  child  labor  legislation,  saying  In 
part. 

When  Industry  lay.s  Its  hands  upon 
childhood  and  makes  conscripts  of  the  de- 
fen.seless  then  industry  .strikes  at  the 
life  of  the  state,  for  the  state  l.s  a.  vital 
organism,  not  a  cry.stal.  The  economic 
theories  of  the  manufacturer,  If  .ipuHed 
in  the  Indu.stries  under  his  control,  be- 
come directly  the  affair  of  society,  and 
here  lie-s  the  justilication  of  legislation 
governing  employment. 

The  men  and  women  who  come  from 
the  rank.s  of  child  labor  into  our  alms- 
houses and  hospitals,  together  with  thoFC 
vouth  who,  having  pas.>^ed  the  period  of 
childhood  iind  not  yet  arrived  at  maturity, 
stand  idle  in  the  market  becau.se  they  will 
not  compete  at  the  wages  with  the  labor 
of  little  children  and  cannot  comnete 
with  the  more  exacting  lat>or  of  adults, 
and  that  larger  standing  army  of  work- 
less  men  who.se  pl.ices  in  the  factory  have 
been  taken  by  little  hand.s  that  can  tend 
the  almost  human  machines  and  yet  com- 
mand only  a  child's  pay  for  a  man's 
work,  these  fasten  upon  society  that  mlU- 
stone  which  it  was  long  ago  declared 
might  justly  be  hanged  ahout  the  neck  of 
him  who  causes  one  of  these  little  ones  to 
stuml>le. 

Despite  the  efforts  to  reduce  the  army 
if  working  children  In  America,  during 
the  perior  from  l^SO  to  V.^O,  while  the 
population  of  the  country  Increased  onlv 
50  per  cent  the  number  of  boys  from  10 
to  15  years  of  age  engaged  in  mechanical 
and  manufacturing  pursult.s  Increased  loO 
IXT  cent,  while  the  number  of  uirl.s  be- 
tween the  same  age.s  an<l  in  the  same 
cl.i.ss  of  industries  Increat-ed  150  per  cent. 

All  the  duties  of  the  factory  Inspector, 
to  •■ritii'.ise  law.s  to  investisatc  conditions 
and  to  Interpret  Information,  have  bir 
their  purpo.se  the  enforcement  of  law. 
But  this  doe.s  not  relieve  the  private  citi- 
zen of  obligation.  Ours  has  been  ciilled 
•a  government  by  complaint.  "  All  legi.-«- 
lation  is  the  direct  result  of  concentrated 
influence  brought  to  bear  upon  law  mak- 
ers Naturally  the  interests  directly  af- 
fected are  first  to  present  their  claims, 
and  representatives  of  various  Industries 
a.re  always  at  hand  to  oppose  restriction 
of  night  work,  the  raising  of  age  limib«. 
and  other  child  labor  legislation,  one 
cotton  manufacturer  recently  even  as- 
eerting  that  the  ma.^hinery  of  his  in- 
dustry is  especiallv  con.structod  to  ac- 
commodate the  height  of  children  10  and 
l-;   years  old.

army  of  tolling  children?  Who  will  ar- 
ray "the  pale  faces  and  crippled  llmb.s  and 
hollow  chests  and  dwarfed  intellects  and 
moral  fatigue  of  these  little  laborers  to 
plead  for  them?  Who  will  show  that 
this  army  is  a  nieniice  not  only,  to  Itself, 
but  to  society?  Who  will  demon.strat(! 
that  one  of  the  greatest  forces  lying 
at  the  root  of  the  "Jabor  proVdem'  is  this 
inarticulate  juvenile  army  wlilch  a  short- 
fciighted  Industrial  economy  keeps  on 
hand  as  raw  material  to  force  the  labor 
market?  These  children  are  not  coii- 
sclou.^  of  their  need  and  are  mo.st  fre- 
quently arr.iyed  agaln.st  any  effort  to 
emancipate  them.  To  exi)ect  a  few  in- 
spectui'.s  to  plead  alone  a  cau.se  which  l.s 
tlie  concern  of  all  soeiet.v  Is  a  cowardly 
shirking  of  re.sponsibility  which  cannot 
be  indulged  without  the  atrophy  of  the 
social  conscience.  The  greatest  menace 
to  our  democracy  is  delegated  responsi- 
bility. 

Private  enterprl.se  must  undertake  the 
collection  of  information  that  cannot  Ix* 
gathered  by  an  official.  For  example,  the 
liiw  'II  rennKylvania  forbids  the  eni'M  ./ 
ment  of  children  u*idi-r  14  hi  the  ( nl 
ljreak.s  and  the  record.s  of  the  niine-i  .-^how 
that  the  law  Is  obeyed.  Yet  in  May  of 
the  present  year  an  investigation  by  the 
national  child  labor  comnilttc-e  showed 
that  in  one  small  borough  of  7,000  popu- 
lation, among  the  boys  working  in  the 
breakers  thlrty-rtve  were  a  years  old, 
forty  were  10,  forty-ttve  were  eleven,  and 
forty-five  were  12.  Over  irxi  boy.s  work- 
ing illegally  in  the  single  Ixirough.  The 
extent  of  the  field  of  mine  inspwition  and 
the  defei;ts  in  the  law  regarding  proof 
of  age,  left  the  Uisi>t;ctor  powerless  to 
correct  this  abuse. 

The  proprietor  of  a  successful  glass 
house  rectflitly  with  pride  brought  me  to 
a  t,raall  boy  who  sat  on  a  loW  stool  tying 
glass  stoppers  Into  small  bottles.  He  sat 
l^nt  over  his  work,  the  bottles  Jiekl  l>e- 
tweon  his  knees  and  the  bundle  of  string 
at  his  hip.  his  Ixjdy  thrown  forward  and 
his  chest  contracted,  his  thin  arms  flyins 
Mvlth  the  swift  and  ;iccurate  mothm  of  a 
perfect  machine,  as  he  hurried  in  his  la- 
bor for  ten  hours  a  day.  Three  knots 
were  made  for  each  and  his  dally  task 
was  SK)  dozen  botles.  As  a  machine  i.e  is 
perfect,  but  as  the  precursor  of  a  healthy 
man  he  Is  a  failure.  He  has  been  rf>duced 
to  a  bundle  of  quivering  nerves  and  can 
doubtless  tie  knots  at  lightning  speed 
easier  than  he  ca«i  sit  still.  The  boy  is 
alrea.dy  above  the  legal  age,  having  spent 
SIX  years  of  his  life  on  that  stool.  Smce 
no  law  Is  violated  the  inspector  is  help- 
less. Only  arou.sed  public  sentiment  can 
correct  such  evils  as  this. 

It  Is  rather  too  much  to  hope  that  the 
near  future  will  witness  uniform  child 
labor  l.;gl.slati<>n  In  the  different  Bta.-.s. 
but  it  Is  one  of  the  alms  of  the  national 
I  child  labor  committee  to  hasten  the  har- 
monizing of  legislation  as  rapidly  as  so- 
cial and  economic  Interests  will  Justify 
r\  rising  standard.  We  place  ourselves  at 
your  service  and  the  service  of  the  state, 
unhampered  by  official  ohligalon  a-nd  in- 
dueling  in  our  meml)er.shlp  advocates  of 
this  cau.se  from  all  sections  of  the  coun- 
try regardless  of  state  boundaries,  ant 
we  desire  to  co-operate  with  nil  possible 
forces  until  in  every  vomer  of  our  land 
child  life  shall  l>e  secure  a^al^ist  the 
stupiility  of  ipnoran^'e  and  the  cupidity 
of  selfish  interest.  

NOTHING   WRONGFUL 

In  Death  of  Pugilist  on  Board 
Cruiser  Yankee. 

Washington.    Aug.    IC— Secretary    Bona- 
parte, after  a  thorough  examination  of  the 
1  records  in  the  case  of  Raphael  Cohen,  the 
coal  pa.sser  on  the  converted  cruiser  Van- 
'  kee     whose   death    resulted    from   injurh-s 
'  received    in    a    boxing    cont.st    held    on    an 
'  American  warship  in   Dominican  water  on 
I  July    9     said    that    from    an    inve.stigation 
of  the  records  ho  saw  nothing  wrongful, 
I  although  of  cour.se.   It  was  extremely  de- 
plorable  that   Cohen  sshould    have   lost   his 
Ufe.     He  .added   that  boxinK  and  athletics 
'  gener.Tlly    are   encouraged   in    the   service, 
because  of  their  bnelicial  influnce  on   the 
health   of  the  men,   as  well  as  to  relieve 
the   tf-dium    of  a  sailor's   life.     The   court 
found  that  neither  Cohens  adversary  nor 
an''  other  person  was  in  any  wise  culpable 
and  recommended  that  no  further  action 
Ijf-  taken. 

Admiral  Bradford  approved  the  finding 
of  the  court  as  at  present  formed,  and 
the  dei)artment  linds  nothing  in  the  case 
that  calLs  for  action. 

CAUSE  OF  BOYCOTT 

Is  Discourteous  Treatment  to 
Sons  of  Influential  Chinese. 

San  Francisco.  Aug.  15.— J.  W.  David- 
son, acting  consul  general  at  Shanghai, 
who  arrived  from  the  Orient  yesterday, 
.say.s  that  the  cau.se  of  the  Chinese  boy- 
cott is  the  discourteous  treatment  which 
the  sons  of  influential  Chinese  ofliciaLs 
liave  received  at  the  hands  of  immigra- 
tion officials  on  landing  at  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Davidson  thought  that  the  fact 
that  orders  had  already  been  placed  for 
six  months  ahead  for  delivery  of  Ameri- 
can goods  would  prevent  the  boycott  be- 
ing successful,  but  he  admtted  that  a 
popular  anti-foreign  fleeilng  might  be 
aroused  which  would  carry  tlie  light  be- 
yond control  and  result  in  serious  conse- 
quences. 

"The  purposes  of  the  boycott,"  said 
Mr.  David.son,  "has  never  been  to  secure 
the  admission  of  coolies  but  to  gain  a 
proper  treatment  of  the  exempt  clas.ses."

After  walking  the  sixty-flve  miles 
from  Knife  river  to  Duluth.  Oscar  Ol- 
son, a  Swedish  youth.  19  years  of  age. 
was  found  standing  on  the  corner  of 
Eighteenth  avenue  east  aJid  Superior 
street,  thia  morning,  by  Officer  Nelson, 
with  his  hands  claj'ped  in  an  attitude 
of  prayer,  and  moving  his  arms  slowly 
up  and  down. 

His  strange  actions  frightened  a 
number  of  women  and  children  in  the 
vicinity,  and  several  reports  w.>re  sent 
in  to  headquarters  concerning  him. 
The  ofllcer  went  out  from  headquarters 
to  Investlgrate  the  matter,  and  found 
the  young  man  still  In  the  position 
describtxl.  People  living  near  the  cor- 
ner stated  thai  he  had  been  there  for 
over  an  hour,  acting  in  that  strange 
manner.

Article  7  was  settled  in  prin- 
ciple, and  Article  S  accepted  unani- 
mously.

New  York,  Aug.  17.— Subterranean 
passages,  leading  from  a  secret  stair- 
case to  stone  vaulted  chambers  be- 
neath the  old  Tilden  mansion,  In  Gra- 
mercy  park,  have  been  brought  to  light 
by  the  contractors  engaged  in  tearing 
out  and  rcjiiodeling  the  structure, 
which  is  now  under  course  of  transfor- 
mation into  a  home  for  the  National 
Arts'  club.  Many  other  peculiarities 
exist  in  the  mansion,  which  must  have 
been  the  conception  of  Samuel  J.  Til- 
den himself,  and  which  have  remained 
undiscovered  up  to  this  day,  although 
the  famous  old  dwelling  has  housed 
many  tenants  since  his  removal  to 
Greystone,  in  1879,  where  he  died  in 
August,  1886. 

There  is  a  legend  among  the  old- 
time  residents  of  the  neighborhood  that 
Tilden,  who  roused  a  host  of  enemies 
by  the  part  he  took  in  the  expcsurc  of 
the  Tweed  ring,  had  a  feai  of  secret 
assassination,  and.  built  his  house  ac- 
cordingly. 

The    interior   of    the   mansion    was    a 


in  the  main,  intended  to  be  prohibitive 
if  American  products  are  sold  at  a  fair 
and  reasonable  profit.  It  is  only  when, 
through  unusual  demand,  the  home  man- 
ufacturer lifts  the  prices  into  the  region 
of  rubbery  that  his  foreign  competitor 
can  enter  at  all. 

"There  is  no  conflict,  and  can  be  none, 
between  protection  and  reciprocity,  il 
we  abandon  the  selfish  interest  ol  a  par- 
ticular producer  or  class  of  producers, 
and  ascend  to  the  higher  standpoint 
from  which  we  may  view  the  common- 
welfare.  The  only  Justification  for  inter- 
ference with  absolute  free  trade  is  fii-st, 
to  provide  a  revenue,  and,  second,  to 
diversify  and  increase  the  products  of 
the  country  and  it  is  just  as  essential  and 
just  as  beneficial  to  our  producers  to  pre- 
serve and  enlarge  their  markets  abroad 
as  it  is  to  preserve  and  enlarge  their 
markets  at  home. 

"The    folly    of    maintaining    a    tariiT 

schedule  that  will  enable  us  to  sell 
$1,000  of  manufactured  goods  in  our 
own  markets,  but  which  will  prevent 
the  sale  of  $10,000  of  manufactured  or 
agricultural  products  in  foreign  mar- 
kets is  so  striking  that  It  can  cnly 
be  explained  upon  the  hypothesis  that 
we  have  Surrendered  to  a  .senseless 
fear  of  disturbing  commercial  tran- 
quility Tranquility  is  very  desirable, 
but  to  be  la:-.ting,  it  must  be  founded 
on  industrial  justice. 

"The  demand  we  make  is  not  new.

She  is  of  a  very  vivacious  temperament, 
which  she  inherits  from  her  mother,  tha 
Grand  Duchess  Marie  of  Russia,  and  .sha 
is  the  handsomest  meml.er  of  the  Euro- 
pean royal  family.  She  was  m.irried  at 
18  to  the  crown  prince  of  Roumania.

UNIFORM  DIVORCE  LAWS. 

It  is  generally  accepted  that  the  best  remedy  for  the 
divorce  evil  is  to  be  found  in  uniform  divorce  laws. 
Some  would  ask  the  abolition  of  the  divorce,  but  that 
can  never  be.  While  the  divorce  privilege  is  bein^ 
abused  so  it  has  become  a  national  scandal— we  lead  all 
nations  in  the  proportion  of  divorces — it  is  a  necessity

There  is  little  question  but  that  the 
choice  lies  between  these  two  cities,  but 
the  result  will  not  be  known  until  after 
the  vote  tomorrow  morning.

Only  One  Death  Is  Re- 
ported From  Conta- 
gious Disease. 

Only  seventy  deaths  occurred  from 
among  Duluth's  65,000  people  during  the 
month  of  July.  Seventeen  were  residents 
of  outside  cities  or  towns,  who  were 
brought  in  to  Duluth  liospitals  suf- 
fering from  incurable  maladies. 

Eight  more  met  their  death  in  some 
violent  manner,  leaving  but  forty-five 
who  died  from  illness  during  the  month, 
or  a  little  over  one  a  day.  Of  these  for- 
ty-five, four  died  of  old  age. 

Tuberculosis  was  by  lar  the  most  fatal 
of  the  diseases  reported,  having  been  the 
cause  of  sixteen  deaths  during  the 
month. 

Contagious  diseases    were  responsible  j 

for  but  one  death,  this  (me  being  due  to  \ 
diphtheria.     Typhoid  caused  two  deaths 

during  the  month. 

Meningitis  was  rcsp<insible  for  four 
deaths,  and  peritonitis  three,  and  aside 
from  these  there  was  no  disease  which 
caused  more  than  one  death. 

The  list  of  violent  deaths  was  once 
more  a  large  one.  Five  persons  were 
killed  in  various  kinds  of  accidents  dur- 
ing the  month.  One  was  drowned,  one 
met  liis  death  from  a  fractured  skull  and 
one  committed  suicide. 

The  total  number  of  births  reported 
during  the  month  was  106.  Of  this  num- 
ber 54  were  males  and  52  females.

NO  INTEREST 

Can  Be  Collected  on   Delin- 
quent Railroad  Taxes. 

St.  Paul,  Aug.  17.— The  state  of  Min- 
nesota is  not  entitled  to  interest  on 
$200,000  delinquent  taxes  collected  from 
railroads,  telephone  companies  and 
other  corporations,  according  to  an 
opinion  filed  by  Assistant  Attorney 
General   Royal   A,    Stone. 

Mr.  Stone  says  that,  in  the  absence 
of  a  specific  statute  to  the  contrary, 
taxes  (io  not  draw  Interest,  no  matter 
how  long  they  may  be  delinquent.  Mr. 
Stone  says  a  tax  is  not  a  debt  and 
therefore  dots  not  draw  interest.  Mr. 
Stone's  opinion  is  addressed  tc  Public 
Examiner  P.   M.   Kerst,   who  sought  to 


collect    interest    from    several    corpora-

Walker  is  given,  suggesting  that  it  is 
largely  due  to  the  inullx  of  foreigners 
and  the  resultant  shock  lo  tiie  popu- 
lation Instinct  of  the  natives.  There 
is  also  presented  a  discussion  at  length 
by  Dr.  John  S.  Billings,  pointing  out 
what  he  considers  the  reasons  for  the 
decline.  But  Prof.  Willcox.  while 
agreeing  substantially  with  Dr.  Bill- 
ings, does  not  express  a  definite 
opinion,  claiming  that  the  statistics  of 
the  United  States  are  not  sufficiently 
developed  to  afford  a  sound  basis  of 
i  judgment.  He  notes,  however,  that 
I  there  has  been  a  similar  marked  de- 
I  cllne  In  the  birth  rate  of  Australia. 
I  where  there  has  been  no  such  torrent 
of   Immigration. 

If  this  decline  were  due  In  large  part 
to  the  influx  of  immigrants,   we  should 
I  expect  it  to  be  greatest  in  those  sections 
i  of    the    country    lo    which    most   of   the 
I  immigrants   have   gone— greater   in   the 
North   and  West   than   in  the  South.

How  often  that 
clear-cut,  a»  ulline  countenance  has  looked 
from  the  st  >rmy  hustings  upon  forgotten 
electoral  brttles  foogbt  with  a  vigor  no 
longer  understood.  For  no  fewer  than  3« 
yea°rs,  from  1847  to  18S,3,when  he  succeed- 
ed to  the  t;tle,  he  represented  his  native 
county  la  rarliament.  Ix)rd  lieutenant  of 
bis  country,  he  guided  the  largely  untried 
bark  with  admirable  skill,  and  only  a  year 
or  two  ago  left  the  helm.  As  a  chairman 
he  was  the  Joy  of  the  busy  member  and 
the  absolotr  extinguisher  of  the  talkative 
man  who  loves  to  speak  for  speaking's 
sake.  For  ?ilm  a  long  night  of  business 
has  no  terrc-rs  whatever.  Members  »'o  not 
lounge  In  their  chairs  when,  with  swift 
stride  and  comprehensive  sweep  of  the 
eye,  he  app'oaches  tbe  chair  and  picks 
the  billet  -vltb  the  quick  swoop  that  Is 
again  sugg' -stive  of  the  eagle.  The  men 
settle  to  t!  elr  notebooks,  for  there  Is  no 
toying  wltl  pencils  when  the  Earl  pre- 
sides. An  old-time  flavor  Is  through  It 
all.    with   £    contlaaal    play   of  quip   and 


humor,  and  occaiiooatly  an  argument 
rapped  home  with  a  Scot's  proverb  given 
perfectly  In  the  vernacular.  A  typical 
Scotsman,  his  wit  has  the  b<te  of  the 
winds  of  the  North,  and  he  has  all  the 
Celt's  love  of  thinking  for  himself  and 
"arguing  the  point"  The  old  board  of 
supervisors  was  to  him  an  Ideal  enemy, 
with  all  Its  official  circumlocution  and  red 
tape  entanglement.  "The  Board  of  8u- 
pernumerles,"  he  diJbbed  It,  and  the  witty 
hit  stuck  to  tbe  board  till  It  came  to  a  re- 
spectable official  finish. 

There  Is  no  phase  of  activity  In  which 
the  Earl  does  rot  take  active  Interest. 
And  with  all  this  variety  of  effort  and 
Interest  there  Is  the  figure,  picturesque 
and  revered,  which  tbe  outside  public 
lovea— the  figure  that  Is  the  benefactor  of 
his  kind,  the  ready  helper  In  every  useful 
scheme  for  the  good  of  those  around  him. 
An  aristocrat  of  aristocrats,  he  Is  beloved 
of  the  humblest  worker  who  tolls  In  the 
red  Ixjthlan  soil.  ^  Everywhere  about  Gos 
ford  Castle  may  be  noted  Instances  of  hla 
well-known  care  for  the  preserv.".tlon  and 
opening  up  of  natural  happiness.  In  the 
golfllng  world  bis  popularity  Is  unboondeU 
for  his  sheer  love  of  the  game  and  the 
facilities  he  has  afforded  for  Its  practice 
upon  the  Ideal  links  lying  along  the  shore 
of  the  Firth.  Gosford  Woods,  to  the 
north,  quite  close  to  the  mansion,  border 
upon  tbe  well-known  golf  links  of  the 
Kllspladle   or   Cralglelaw.   and   bore    hU 


Lordship's  figure  Is  familiar  In  hodden 
gray  and  slouch  hat,  with  a  characteristic 
mixture  of  clubs  ancient  and  modern,  pur- 
suing the  flying  l>all  with  all  the  vigor  of 
years  he  has  left  far  behind. 

With  regard  to  ort  His  Lordship's  atti- 
tude Is  as  keenly  observant  and  discrimi- 
nating as  ever,  In  proof  whereof  stands 
his  rilatlal  home.  With  all  this  variety  of 
taste,  usually  making  for  retirement  from 
tbe  busier,  sometimes  noisier,  IntereaU  of 
life,  there  remains  bis  intimate  touch 
with  the  political  world  and  the  social 
demands  of  the  life  around  him.  After 
a  recent  visit  of  the  Duke  and  Duchess 
of  Connanght,  the  daughter  and  son-in- 
law  of  England's  Klng-to  Gosford  the 
Earl  drove  several  miles  over  to  Hadding- 
ton, where  the  agriculturalists  o  fCast 
IxjWialn  were  holding  high  festival  over 
the  centenary  of  their  county  agricultural 
society.  There  well  toward  midnight  he 
delivered  a  fiery  onslaught  on  the  defects 
of  the  War  Office  and  ;he  attitude  of  the 
government  toward  the  mllltla.  It  Is  this 
regard  for  the  Interests  of  those  around 
him,  the  vital,  genial  connection  with 
all  that  goes  to  make  the  life  of  the  lo- 
cal'.y,  that  has  won  tbe  last  of  tbe 
Douglas  among  his  everyday  neighbor 
the  popularity  he  cnJOys  ana  an  esteem 
which  is  largely  mingled  with  personal 
affection.

The 
title  of  tbe  Marble  Hall,  by  which  It  Is 
known  In   England,  Is  accurately  descrip- 
tive,  for  no  common  stone  finds  place  in 
It.     It  has  all  sprung  as  If  from  the  lamp 
of  Aladdin.     Naught  but  the  richest  mar- 
bles,    the     rarest     alabasters     and     other 
stones  of  hue  and  touch  so  exquisite  and 
so    wondrously    sculptured,    panelled    and 
wrought    together    Into    a    perfect    whole 
that   one   can   only    wander   slowly    about 
and  marvel.     To  even  a  name  a  fair  pro- 
portion   of   these   glories   of   ancient    art 
would    simply     mean    tbe    writing    of    a 
catalogue.      Corridors,    staircases,    apart- 
ment after  apartment.  In  nooks,  comers — 
everywhere    bang    examples    of    the    skill 
of  the  Immortal  of  the  brush.  How  richly 
these  tlme-raellowed  panels  of  color  glow 
In  the  light — strong  faces  and  fair,  saint 
and   sinner,    martyr,    warrior,    Virgin   and 
Holy    Child.     Observe,   too,    what   names 
are     around     ns.       Bottlcc!!!,     Pollalnolo, 
Pletro  del  la  Francesca,  Masollno,  TUwldl. 


Spagnolctto.  Corregglo,  Rubens,  Titian, 
Rafl^aele,  Vandyck.  Rembrandt,  Murlllo, 
Tintoretto— Is  there  any  master  of  note 
whose  easel  baa  not  furnished  something 
to  this  harvest  of  the  centuries? 

The  "Stuart  Room"  relieves  the  spell. 
Here  portraits  of  the  ro/il  Stnarts  are 
gathered,  lustrous  of  eye,  shapely  of  fea- 
ture, centuries  old  In  costome-the  glori- 
ous line  whose  history  is  romance  and 
their  romance  was  history.  What  a  world 
of  tragedy  Is  In  their  haunting  faces! 
Minstrels  sang  and  fields  out  of  number 
were  stricken  for  these  shadows  from 
long  dead  eentnries.  This  lingular  apart- 
ment has  a  spell  of  Its  own.  and  one  feels 
as  If  brocade  would  rustle  and  sword 
points  Jingle  through  the  stillness.  Tbe 
loyalty  of  the  very  race  that  now  owns 
this  treasure-room  carried  their  repre- 
sentatives Into  the  battlefield  behind  the 
last  of  the  Stuarts  who  struck  blow  on 
the  soil  of  England  and  ti.ey  shared  In 
tbe  tragic  disaster  which  ensued.  In  the 
large  salon  Is  Murillo's  magnificent  "St. 
John,"  one  of  the  greatest  possessions  of 
all  art.  The  great  corridors  are  espe- 
cially rich  In  tapestries  and  compara- 
tively small  paintings.  Surely  the  seat  of 
the  modern  Black  Douglas  Is  worthy  of 
that  princely  house  and  the  coming  Ameri- 
can billionaire  will  covet  this  historic 
nest  of  nobility  and  romance  to  gild  his 
millions  with  the  escutcheon  and  titles 
of  the  double  earldom  of  Douglas,  Earl 
of  March  and  Wemyss.

Unlucky  Gateways. 


There  are  many  gates  of   triumph,   ■»• 
clent  and  modern.  In  tbe  world,  and  CaBH 
bridge     University,     In      England,     owaa, 
within  the  precincts  of  Gonvllle  and  Cali 
College,    a    Gate    of    Honor,    but    unlucky 
gates   are    not   so   well    known.     The   on- 
luckiest  gate   of   which   anyone   h.ns  ever 
heard  must  surely   be  the  Traitor's  Gata 
of   the    Tower   of    London,    for    very    few 
of  those  who  enter  by  Its  gloomy  portal* 
ever  emerge   again,   and    then   only   after 
bitter    captivity    and    agonized    suspcnaau 
Tbe  Traitor's  Gate  Is,  or  was,  really  tb* 
water   gate   of   tbe   Tower,    the    prisoners 
were  generally  brought  this  way  by  river 
as  tbe  safest   route,   tbe  most  secret  and 
secure  against  rescue.     That  all  or  most 
of  the  unhappy  prisoners  who  entered  her» 
were  traitors  or  anything  more  than  tb« 
unfortonate  victims  of  mediaeval  tyranny 
and  caprice  Is  unlikely,  but  from  this  es- 
pecial use  of  the  portal  to  the  grim  dun- 
geons   of    that    blood-stained    keep    first 
arose  the  name,  by  which  the  gate  has  ■• 
long  been  known,  and.  Innocent  of  treach- 
ery   or   not,    the    prisoner,    landed    at   ths 
steps    beyond    the    frowning    arch,     was 
greeted  by  the  constable  or  the  lieutenant 
of    the   Tower    with    the    ominous    "WaW 
come,  traltorl" 

Here    Anne    Boleyn    was   brought    troa 
that    tournament    at    Greenwich,    wbers 
she  was  suddenly  arrested,  and  when  tb* 
gates  closed  bcbind  the  barge  which  car- 
ried her  there  they  shut  her  forever  from 
the   world.     A    little   later  her   head   fell 
beneath  tbe  ax  on  the  Tower  green.  Mod- 
em  men  have  dealt  hardly   with   tbe  ro- 
mance   of    Traitor's    Gate.      Where    th* 
water  once  flowed  the  terrace  of  Tower 
Wharf  shuts  out   the   tidal   Thames   and 
the  grim  gate  is  now  seen  sunk  In  a  dry 
well.    In   one  of   the  severe   reatoratlooa, 
from    which    every    part    of    tbe    historic 
Tower    has    suffered,    even     the    storied 
stones  of  the  steps   leading  np   Into   ths 
Tower  have   been    removed   and   replaced 
by   nice   new   ones,   and   tbe  gates   them- 
selves   were    torn    down    and    sold.    They 
were     purchased     by     that     enterprising 
showman,  P.  T.  Barnura.  who  had  a  more 
true   appreciation   of   tLese   Tower    relics 
than    their    proper   guardians,    who    thus 
so  lamentably   failed  tc  guard.     The  ex- 
isting   wooden   gates    look    very   effecUve. 
but   it   will    thus   be   seen    that   they   ars 
not  so  mediaeval  as  they  seem. 

The  entrance  to  Saltwood  Castle,  near 
the  Kentish  town  of  Hythe,  In  England, 
has  also  always  been  considered  Ill- 
omened  ever  since  the  four  knightly  asMS- 
Bins  of  Thomas  A.  Becket  halted  here  for 
tbe  night  on  their  way  from  France  to 
Canterbury  to  kill  tbe  Archbishop  In  IITO; 
while  at  Canterbury  Itself  the  entrancs 
to  the  "Dark  Entry"  has  ever  been  coo- 
sldered  supremely  unlucky.  '«'  f^^,*;™'  °» 
Tuesday  nights,  the  ghost  of  Nell  Cook 
Is  or  was,  supposed  to  wander,  bringing 
drath  within  the  year  to  those  who  wers 
unfortunate  enongh  to  sec  her. 

There  Is  a  highly  picturesque  Old  Tudor 
cateway    looking    out    upon    the    road    at 
Crich  Lowell,  m  South  Wales,  a  gateway 
called    Porth    Mawr.    which   Is    Welsh   for 
"Great  Gates."     It  Is  the  sole  relic  of  tbs 
once  beautiful  mansion  of  Stag  Court  a 
residence  of  the   Herberts,   a   family   foc^ 
mcriy   rich   and   powerful   In   those   parts. 
The  court  Itself  has  long  been  demolished, 
and    strangers    now    occupy    the    moderm 
mansion  built  on  the  spot  where  the  me- 
dlaeval  house  once  stood.     The   Herberts 
were    In  the  old  days,  always  at  war.  or 
enga^  In  lesser  quarrels  with  tbe  neigh- 
boring  Welsh   squires,   and   their   metho<lS 
were  not  more  gentle  than   those  usually 
prevailing  at  the  time.     Thus  It  chanced 
that    Sir   John    Herbert    banged    a    Welsh 
chieftain,   and   one   Rhodri   Ap    Meredydd. 
who  was  especially  beloved  by  his  people, 
who  assembled   at  tbe  entrance   to  Cwrt 
Garw- which  Is  the  Welsh  for  Stag  Court 
—and  pr.ayed  all   manner  of  curses  down 
upon  him  and  his.     His  family  should  be- 
come extinct  In  tbe  third  generaUon,  tb* 
grass  should  grow  on   the  spot  where  bis 
proud     mansion    stood,    ond    he    himself 
should  come  to  a  sudden  and  violent  end. 
Some    of    these    prophecies    have     badly 
missed  fire,   for  this  was  400  years  ago, 
and  the  Herberts,   so  far  from  becoming 
extinct,   have  risen   to  be   Earls  of  Pem- 
broke-   and  have   become   very   great   and 
wealthy  landowners.     Nor.  In  actual  fact, 
has  the  grass  grown  on   the  site  of  Stag 
Court,    but    certainly    Sir    John    Herbert 
himself  ended  suddenly  at  this  very  gate, 
for.   as  he   was  riding  forth   to   hunt   tbe 
stag  or  to  harry  the  Welsh-whlch,  we  do 
not    know— a    heavy    stone    fell,    of    "><»» 
likely  was  made  to  fall)  on  him  from  the 
batl'emented  gateway.       t   tilled   him  aj 
the  'pot,  and  so  the  111  luck  of  this  par- 
ticular portal  Is  beyond  quesUon.

Now,  some  of  these  "people"  were 
women,  who  would  not  have  Joined  in 
the  public  drinking,  so  it  is  certainly 
evident  that  all  the  parsons  and  dea- 
cons had  had  a  bcwl  of  punch  or  a 
bottle  of  wine  before  they  "went  to 
meeting."  And  certainly  the  sixty 
eight  diners  had  a  goodly  amount  of 
liquor,  for  cherry  rum  was  very 
cheap  at  that  time,  and  £1  lOs  would 
have  bought  a  large  amount.  The  six 
economieal  tea  drinkers,  with  their 
penny  cups  of  tea,  seem  to  giev  a 
really  comic  finale  to  the  whole  bill. 

The  church-raising  was  another  great 
event  fn  church  and  town.  Each  citi- 
zen was  forced  by  law  to  take  part  in 
or  contribute  to  "raring  the  meeting 
hows."  Each  male  inhabitant  sup- 
plied to  the  new  church  a  certain 
"amount  ol  nayles."  Logs  and  lum» 
ber  and  the  use  of  horses  and  men's 
labcr  were  given,  and  a  contribution 
was  also  levied  for  the  inevitable  bar- 
rel  of  rum   and   Its       accompaniments. 

No  wonder  that  accidents  were  fre- 
quent and  that  men  fell  from  the  scaf- 
folding and  were  killed,  as  at  the  rais- 
ing of  the  Dunstable  meeting  house. 
When  the  Mfdford  people  built  their 
second  meeting  house  they  provided  for 
the  workmen  and  bystanders  five  bar- 
rels of  rum,  one  barrel  of  good  brown 
sugar,  a  box  of  fine  lemons  and  two 
loaves  of  sugar.  Two-thirds  of  the 
frame  fell  and  many  were  injured. 

In  Northampton,  in  1738.  ten  gallons 
of  rum  were  bought  f(  r  £8  "to  raise  the 
meeting  house" — and  the  village  doc- 
tor got  "£3  for  Jonathan  Strong  setting 
his  bone  and  £3  lOs  for  setting  Ebe- 
nezer  Burt's  thy,  '  which,  nomehow, 
through  the  rum  or  the  raising,  were, 
both  broken.  Sometimes,  as  in  Fitts-  ,  S^^  '^ 
field.  In  1671,  the  sum  of  four  shilllng.s 
was  raised  on  every  acre  of  land  In 
the  town  and  three  shillings  a  day 
were  paid  to  every  man  who  came 
early  to  work,  while  one  shilling  a  day 
was  apportioned  to  each  worker  for 
his  rum  and  sugar. 

Our  ancestors  did  not  love  the  li- 
quors which  we  drink  today;  they 
had  a  great  sweet  tooth  and  loved 
sweet  wines  and  sweetened  drinks  and 
even  did  not  care  always  for  cham- 
pagne. English  folk  drank  the  S#vect 
wines  of  Spain  and  Portugal;  among 
these  sack  was  the  favorite.  Sack 
was   a    sweet   sherry. 

"When  our  grandfathers  drank 
canary  they  coldly  called  It  canary,  its 
rightful  name,  but  when  they  spoke 
of  "drinking  a  bottle  of  wine"— they 
rose  to  metaphor— they  always  meant 
port.  They  bought  port  by  the  hogs- 
head, bought  it  with  infinite  caution 
and  care;   they  had  It  bottled  with  un

New  York,  Aug.  17.— In  pig  Iron,  the 
week  has  been  rather  quiet,  taking  the 
country  as  a  whole,  says  the  Iron  Age. 
Purchases  by  the  United  States  Steel  cor- 
poration win  probably  not  be  made  until 
early  In  September.  In  tlie  East  there  has 
been  a  further  moderate  movement  In 
basic  pig.  on  Interest  taking  10,000  tons 
at  a  concession,  while  another  buyer  took 
4.001)  tons  In  addition  to  previous  pur- 
chases of  8,0iO  tons.  In  tlie  Pittsburg  dis- 
trlrts  a  leading  maker  of  cast  Iron  pipe 
his  bought  10,<JOo  tons  of  gray  forge  pig, 
while  In  the  Chicago  district  one  foundry 
is  in  the  market  for  65,0i)0  tons. 

In  the  East  there  has  been  a  little  wav- 
ering as  to  prices,  one  large  pioduclng 
company  offering  Iron  at  somewhat  lower 
figures. 

Steel  billets  are  scarce,  and  the  situ- 
ation Is  rather  acute,  particularly  In  Iha 
Chicago  district.  At  some  points  accessi- 
ble to  tidewater,  small  lots  of  foreign  bil- 
lets have  been  .sold. 

Orders  for  steel  rails  for  1906  delivery 
cintinue  to  roll  In  to  the  works.  The 
Harrlman  roads  have  just  placed  75.000 
tons.  It  Is  not  known  whether  this  sys- 
tem accei>ted  offers  for  Pacltic  coast  de- 
livery made  by  wyrH«  in  Eastern  Ger- 
many, who  are  not  associated  with  the 
other  German  mills. 

The  pressure  on  the  structural  mills  Is 
exceedingly  heavy,  and  the  payment  of 
premiums  for  the  prompt  delivery  and  the 
Importing  of  occasional  lots  of  foreign 
shapes  seems  to  foreshadow  an  upward 
movement. 

During  the  week  car  builders  have  gath- 
ered In  add-itl^nal  work.  It  Is  expected 
that  Ah  6rd(  f  for  12,000  steel  cars  will  bo 
in  hand  eltlier  thig  week  or  early  next 
week. 

In  nearly  all  the  heavy  lines,  the  ton- 
nage on  the  books  is  enormous,  and  fur- 
ther work  can  not  he  taken  in  many  In- 
stances from  slioer  Inability  to  meet  even 
distant  deliveries.

In  behalf  of  his  charges,  flev.  Father 
Roman  Homar,  missionary  to  the  In- 
dians, has  filed  a  petition  in  the  local 
land  office  asking  that  the  claim  of 
Frank  Magnuson  of  Cloquet  to  cerlaia 
lands  in  the  Fond  du  Lac  reservation 
be  denied  on  the  ground  that  the  land 
Is  the  Indians'  church  site  and  burying; 
ground. 

The  petition  is  said  to  raise  a  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  dead  Indians  can 
occupy  land  within  the  meaning  of  the 
circular  letter  of  the  commissioner  of 
the  land  office,  bearing  date  of  May 
12,  1S84.  The  question  arises  through 
the  filing  by  Magnuson  of  a  claim  on 
lot  5,  section  10,  49-17,  containing  13.4 
acres. 

Father  Homar  declares  his  belief 
that  Magnuson  made  hlg  filing  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  defrauding  the  Indians 
I  of  the  church,  parsonage  and  burying 
ground,  and  says  the  land,  except  for 
three-fourths  of  an  acre,  is  useless  for 
agricultural  purposes,  being  on  tho 
slope  of  a  steep  hill. 

The  petition  goes  Into  some  of  the 
early  history  about  the  land  under  dis- 
pute and  tells  of  the  establishment  of 
the  church  and  the  acquLsltiou  of  other 
buildings  which  have  been  etected  on 
the  site.  Neatly  300  Indians  are  said 
to  be  buried  in  the  ground  which  Mag- 
nuson  now   seeks   to   claim.

all  dragging  has  been  completed. 

The  Merritt  and  Chapman  Derrick 
and  Wrecking  company  raised  the  two 
submerged  cars,  but  as  they  did  so  the 
ends  fell  out  of  the  cars,  and  what 
dead  were  therein  went  to  the  tK)ttom 
of  the  river,  with  debrl»  from  the  in- 
terior of  the  cars. 

I'he  river  Is  now  being  dragged,  and 
it  is  expected  that  a  number  of  bodies 
will  be  taken  from  the  water  before 
night. 

The  latest  victims  to  be  found  are  an 
unknown  colored  man  and  unknown 
colored  woman.  It  having  been  impos- 
sible up  to  this  time  to  Identify  either. 
These  bodies  were  taken  from  the 
water  this  morning. 

Tlie  only  white  persons  known  to  be 
dead  up  to  this  time  are  W.  E.  Jolly, 
the  promoter  of  the  excursion,  and  his 
young  nephew,  Edward  Forbes. 

Thare  are  some  fifty-six  or  sixty  ot 
these  169  excursionists  who  have  come 
to  Norfolk,  either  slightly  Injured  or 
bruised.  There  are  twenty-three  In- 
jured at  the  hospitals,  with  twelve 
known  dead,  which  leaves  between 
seventy  and  eighty  of  the  excursionists 
yet  missing,  and  It  is  believed  that  a 
large  majority  of  these  axe  at  the  bot- 
tom of  the  river.

— The  deadlock  between  the  Russian  and  Japanese 
envoys  over  Article  u  of  the  peace  conditions  (the  limitation  of  Russia's 
naval  power),  which  developed  at  yesterday's  sitting  of  the  conference,  had 
not  been  broken  when  the  envoys  adjourned  for  luncheon  at  12:30  p.  ni.  today. 
The  forenoon  session  was  entirely  gfiven  up  to  consideration  of  the  article  and 
the  official  statement  issued  after  adjournment  said  that  the  discussion  would 
be  resumed  this  afternoon.    The  official  statement  follows: 

"In  the  sitting  of  this  morning,  Aug.  18,  the  conference  has  continued  the 
discussion  of  Article  11,  and  the  discussion  has  not  been  finished.  The  discus- 
sion of  the  article  will  be  resumed  at  3  o'clock."

FEVER  INCREASING; 
DEATHS  DECREASING 

Considerable  Anxiety  However  Over 
tlie  Number  of  New  Cases.

New  Orleans,  Aug.  IS.— While  the  low 
death  rate  from  yellow  fever  in  New 
Orleans  is  gratifying  there  is  consider- 
able public  anxiety  to  see  a  diminution 
of  the  numbtr  of  new  cases  which  will 
Indicate  more  surely  the  control  ths 
authorities  have  of  the  situation.  Ma- 
laria continues  to  be  mixed  with  the 
yellow     fever     list     that     is     reported 

daily. 

The  Louisiana  board  of  health  was 
advised,  today,  by  one  of  the  physicians  j 
who  has  been  on  duty  among  the  sick  ' 
on  the  riverside  plantation  in  St.  Mary'e 
parish  that  there  has  been  a  total  of 
forty-eight  cases  of  fever  and  three 
deaths  there. 

New  Orleans,  Aug.  18.— An  analysis 
of  the  report  for  the  preceding  twenty- 
four  hours  shows  that  thirty-two  of 
the  seventy-four  new  cases  of  yellow 
fever  appeared  In  the  heart  of  the  orig- 
inally infected  quarters.  The  ex- 
planation given  by  the  inspectors  Is 
that  after  their  own  Rouses  are  disin- 
fected and  the  mosquitoes  killed  some 
of  the  Italians  go  around  and  pay  visits 
to  sick  friends,  become  Infected  them- 
selves and  carry  the  fever  home  with 
them.

The 
doctors,  however,  say  that  the  low 
death  rate  is  due  to  the  fact  that  prac- 
tically the  whole  community  has  been 
educated  up  to  the  necessity  of  calllnsr 
a  doctor  the  moment  fever  tempera- 
ture   develops. 

There  is  consideramle  Interest  here  In 

the  proposed  house  to  hvjse  canvas* 
at  Gulfport.  because  Gulfport  has  been 
doing  a  large  maritime  trade  and  there 
has  always  been  some  apprehension 
here  that  fever  might  slip  Into  that 
city. 

The  board  of  health  at  Lake  Charles 
finds  itself  helpless  to  make  headway 
against  the  state  of  public  opinion  la 
the  town.  The  health  authorities  de- 
sire to  put  on  a  moderate  quarantine, 
but  the  municipal  officials  and  citizens 
generally  have  ranged  themselves  on 
the  other  side  and  all  efforts  to  open 
the  doors  to  freight  from  New  Orleans 
have  been  unsuccessful  thus  far. 

President  Souchin  has  asked  the  rail- 
roads to  run  small  trains  to  Infected 
points  in  order  to  furnish  supplies  to 
the  people.  Dr.  Wiren  has  endorsed  the 
recommendation  both  as  a  means  of 
relief  to  pieople  In  stricken  com- 
munities and  as  a  sanitary  measure 
of  the  highest  Importance.

The  first  car,  containing  plums  and 
peaches,  grown  in  Lower  Michigan,  was 
received  last  weeJc,  and  the  Michigan 
fruit  will  now  ci*t  considerable  figure 
in  the  market. 

The  plums  are  quoted  at  30  cents  for 
a  basket  containing  a  fifth  of  a  bushel, 
and  the  peaches  are  the  same  price. 

The    demand    for    California   fruit    is 


of  excitement.  Warm  woather  in  many 
parts  of  the  country  has  again  caused 
a  heavy  increase  In  the  demand  and  the 
price  Jumped  back  to  $7.50  per  case. 

Dealers  all  over  the  country  are  carry- 
ing iDut  a  short  supply  of  lemons,  and 
the  demand  for  them  greatly  exceeds 
the  supply.  The  market  is  consequently 
in  a  very  delicate  condition,  and  any 
decided  increase  in  the  demand  causes 
an  immediate  fluctuation  in  the  prices. 

Vegetable  prices,  almost  without  ex- 
ception, have  declined  during  the  past 
week. 

"We  are  selling  about  1,000  dozen  ears 
of  corn  a  day,"  said  one  of  the  dealers 
yesterday  afternoon,  in  speaking. of  the 
heavy  demand  for  green  corn.  "When 
you  consider  that  there  are  only  65,000 
people  in  Duluth  and  that  we  are  one  of 
half  a  dozen  firms  in  the  city,  you  can 
appreciate  the  amount  of  corn  the  peo- 
ple are  eating  these  days.  Of  course  a 
large  part  of  this  is  shipped  out  again 
to  the  range  towns  and  other  surround- 
ing villages." 

The  corn  is  coming  principally  from 
the  country  about  Eau  Claire. 

The  potato  crop  gives  excellent  prom- 
ise of  being  a  large  one,  and  one  of  ex- 
cellent quality.  The  price  has  still  fur- 
ther declined  this  week  to  50  cents  a 
bushel.

WIND  STOPS 
FAST  TRAIN 

Curious  Acblevcmcut  of 

Recent  Severe  Storm 

In  Nevada. 

Reno.  Nev.*.  Aug.  18.— Nevada  haa  just 
been  visited  by  the  worst  windstorm  or 
cyclone  in  Its  history.  As  a  result  tele- 
graph poles  for  a  distance  of  several 
miles  on  each  side  of  Battle  Mountain 
were  blown  down,  some  of  them  being 
twisted  into  splinters.  A  train  runidng 
at  the  rate  ot  forty  miles  an  hour  wtia 
brought  to  a  stop  with  the  throttle  wide 
ooen.  Cattle  and  horses  are  reported 
to  iiave  been  killed  and  a  portion  of  the 
town  of  Battle  Mountain  was  literally 
turned  upside  down. 

Trees  and  sage  brush  were  uprooted 
and  carried  .Uong  In  the  path  of  the 
storm  Fences  were  torn  up.  barns  and 
other  smaller   buildings    were   overturned 

and   wrecked.  .        .      «    ..i„ 

One  end  of  the  twister  struck  Battle 
Mountain.  The  people  were  warned  of 
the  approaching  cyclone  and  were  fleeing 
when  it  .-struck  the  town.  Chimneys  were 
torn  from  their  fastenings,  the  bricks 
beinK  whirled  through  the  air,  porches 
were  torn  off  and  large  buildings  were 
in  all  instances  shaken  ilnd  in  ^a  ftw 
cases  literally  turn.Hi  on  their  founda- 
tions. An  immense  win*nni  in  front 
of  the  Railroad  hotel  was  Ufted  from  Its 
fastenings  and  carried  to  lUe  roof  of 
the  hotel.  The  immense  weight  of  the 
wheels  causd  the  roof  to  give  way,  send- 
ing debris,  iron  and  timbers  mto  the 
rooms  below  from  which  only  a  few 
moments  before  a  number  of  frightened 
occunanls  had  fled. 

On  the  Southern  Pacific  the  trams  were 
irlven  a  hard  tussle.  A  westbound  heavdy 
laden  freight  train,  running  at  the  rate 
of  forty  miles  an  hour,  wa;*  brought  to 
a  comolete  standstill  just  west  of  Battle 
Mountain.  The  fact  that  It  w;us  not 
wrl"ked  was  duo  to  the  fact  that  the 
Tvclone  struck  it  head-on.  The  train 
Was  in  charge  of  Engineer  Boutelle  and 
de.mjite  the  fact  that  his  tmln  was  under 
wav  and  thw  throttle  wide  open  at  the 
time  he  could  not  make  progress  until  the 
storm  passed  over.  The  only  damage  done 
the  train  w.as  a  smashed  car  window  and 
a  few  car   roofs. 


Grafstrom  was  intimately  familiar.  The 
inscription  on  the  tablet  l.s  as  follows:

Chesuncook,  Me.,  Aug.  18.— The  lum- 
ber war,  which  attracted  attention  on 
the  St.  John  river  during  the  spring, 
has  broken  out  ag-ain,  this  time  at 
Chamberlain  lake,  and  serious  trouble 
is  feared.

These  locks  are  con- 
trolled by  Mar-sh  &  Ayer.  The  attend- 
ant in  charge  says  that  the  St.  John 
crew  a.sjiaulted  him,  took  his  rifle  and 
raised  the  gates  despite  his  protest. 

An  agent  of  the  Marsh  &  Ayer  Co. 
has  gone  to  Chamberlain  lake  with  the 
Intention  of  closing  the  g-ates.  It  Is 
feared  that  trouble  will  result  if  the 
gates  are  again  closed. 

The  St.  John  men  want  the  water 
running  to  clean  up  their  drives,  while 
the  Bangor  firm  wishes  to  hold  it  back 
for  power  purposes.

Outlook  For  Crop  In  Red 

River  Valley  Is 

Serious. 

Crookston.  Minn..  Aug.  13. — (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— The  luxuriant  golden 
crop  of  grain  standing  In  the  fields  of 
the  fertile  Red  River  valley  at  the  pres- 
ent time  promises  to  be  ruined  by  th? 
excessive  moisture  of  the  past  few  days. 
Following  the  rain  of  three  days  ago 
\\  hich  was  persistent  and  steady,  a 
fourteen  hour  downpour,  yesterday,  has 
made  matters  very  serious  and  unless 
conditions  of  the  weather  and  atmos- 
phere change  immediately,  the  horny 
handed  farmer  of  Northern  Minnesota 
and  the  Dakotas  will  have  to  pay  the 
fiddling  weather  man  for  a  merry  tune 
and  one  of  the  biggest  crop  losses  on 
record  in  these  parts  in  recent  years. 

With  the  crops  in  the  excellent  condi- 
tion which  they  were  previous  to  tho 
rains,  and  the  outlook  for  a  bumper  fall 
harvest,  the  rain  comes  as  a  most  dis- 
couraging feature  and  farmers  general- 
ly are  blue  over  the  matter.

pursue  these  occupations  until  there  seems  danger  of 
poIi.shing  all  the  metal  work  down  to  a  dangerous  point 
of  weakness  Then,  at  an  unexpected  moment,  which 
n^ay  be  broad  daylight  or  at  an  hour  of  Egyptian  dark- 
ness, the  fire  alarm  brings  him  at  a  step  into  tac  wildest 
of  excitement',  call.s  him  into  places  full  of  danger  which 
he  inu:^t  enter  without  question  at  the  command  of 
his  chief 

There  was  an  inci  lent  the  other  day  in  New  York 
which  was  by  no  means  uncommon,  but  which  happens 
along  just  as  the  convention  of  fire  chiefs  in  Duhith 
brings  up  the  subject  of  fire  fighting,  and  therefore  be- 
comes useful  a.s  an  example  of  the  fireman's  life.  A 
soap  factory  burned  m  New  York.  It  was  not  such  an 
immense  fire;  the  loss  was  only  $50,000;  but  it  shows 
the  .spirit  of  the  fireman,  and  the  penis  into  which  his 
calln.„'  leads  him.  Also  it  shows  how  little  he  heeds 
those  periN  when  duty  calls  him. 

The  contents  of  the  factory  made  the  fire  an  uncom- 
monly fierce  one,  and  there  were  noisome  gases  that 
overcame  many  of  those  who  were  fighting  it.  Many 
"were  made  unconscious  and  upon  being  rescued  with 
difficulty  gallantly  returned  to  their  posts.  Some  were 
seriously,  perhaps  fatally,  injured.  .Laddermen  and 
nozzlcmen  choked  and  fell,  sometimes  several  at  tne 
same  time.  None  could  endure  ilie  frightful  conditions 
long,  but  there  was  no  shirking.  Those  firemen  pro- 
ceeded with  their  duties  as  calmly  and  as  much  as  a 
matter  of  course  as  any  bookkeeper  would  in  turning 
a  page  to  make  another  entry  in  the  peace  and  safety  of 
his  office. 

They  say  the  days  of  heroism  are  past,  and  that 
except  in  times  of  battle  men  do  daring  deeds  no  more. 
Non.sense.  There  are  as  many  stories  of  heroism,  if  they 
■were  all  compiled,  connected  with  the  fighting  of  ftre. 
as  there  iiave  been  connected  with  war  itself.  The 
courage  required  to  face  such  conditions  as  those  de- 
scribed above,  while  comrades  are  falling  to  prove  the 
dangers,  i.";  as  great  as  that  required  to  induce  men  to 
Bland  without  quailing  upon  tlie  forefront  of  a  line  of 
battle.

Mr.  Conger  spent  eight  years  In 
China  as  the  American  minister.  He 
IS  well  known  and  popular  among  the 
officials  of  the  Pekln  government.  Am- 
bassador Conger".s  presence  in  China 
will  not  affect  the  position  or  the 
duties  of  W.  W.  RocJchUl,  the  American 
xnluister.

Ottawa,  Ont..  Aug.  18.— The  summer 
of  their  discontent,  during  which  th3 
membc-rs  of  the  Canadian  house  of 
commons  have  been  sweltering  within 
the  precincts  of  parliament  hill,  will  be 
followed  by  a  glorious  autumn  of  plen- 
ty, for  their  sessional  salaries  have 
been  increased.  It  seems  to  be  a  rec- 
ognized fact  that  towards  the  end  of  a 
session  some  unexpected  expenditure 
must  be  made,  but  nothing  so  lavish 
was  expected  as  went  tlirough  the 
house  at  the  flnish  of  this  particular 
sitting. 

Ministers"  salaries  are  increased,  ex- 
ministers  are  given  pensions  and 
judges"  salaries  are  augmented  all  over 
the  country,  increasing  the  nation's 
annual  expenditures  not  less  than 
$541,977. 

The  premier's  annual  Income  has  in- 
creased from  $9,500  to  $14,500,  and  this 
includes  $4,000  increase  as  president  of 
the  council  of  ministers,  his  $1,000  in- 
crease in  his  sessional  indemnity  and 
hid  former  allowance.  Provision  has 
been  made  also  for  the  leader  of  the 
opposition,  who  in  future  gets  a  salary 
of  $7,000  as  leader,  in  addition  to  his 
$2,500  sessional  indemnity. 

Members  of  the  senate  and  the  house 
of  commons  receive  an  increase  of 
$1,000  each.  Ex-ministers  who  have 
served  for  five  years  get  pensions  of 
half  their  salary.  This  total  annual 
Increase  for  legislative  purposes  will 
amount  to  $329,000. 

But  there  are  certain  drawbacks. 
The  mileage  privileges  are  cut  down 
and  members  can  only  draw  their  ac- 
tual transportation  cxpen.ses  from 
their  homes  to  Ottawa  and  return, 
and,  worst  of  all,  $15  a  day  is  to  be 
deducted  from  members"  allowances 
for  e\'ery  day  they  are  absent  from 
their  seat. 

It  is  generally  admitted  that  the  in- 
crease In  the  sessional  salaries  of  the 
premier  and  the  leader  of  the  oppo- 
sition are  only  right,  in  view  of  the 
lii.portant  and  honored  positions  which 
they  hold,  but  the  idea  of  a  pension  to 
ministers  who  held  portfoll'js  for  at 
least  five  years  meets  universal  ap- 
proval. Canada's  public  m.en'have  as  a 
rule  died  poor  and  lived  poor  In  their 
old  age,  and  the  pension  Idea  is  one 
that  Is  calculated  to  encourage  the  best 
men  to  sacriflce  private  interests  for 
the  gr>ou  of  the  country. 

Only  ten  ex-ministers  will  benefit  by 
the  Idea,  including  Sir  Charle.''  Tupper, 
Sir  Hector  Langevlb.  J.  Israel  Tarte, 
Sir    Hibbard    Tupper,    Mr.    Blair,    Mr. 


'  Slftcn,  Sir  Mackenzie  Bowell,  Sir  A.  P. 
Cardon,  Sir  John  Carting  and  Messrs. 
Foster  and  Haggard.  Precedents  for 
this  sort  of  pension  can  be  found  in 
Great  Britain. 

The  decision  about  the  matter  when 
reached  and  the  discussion  upon  it 
were  most  harmonious.  Neither  was 
there  much  discussion  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  the  increase  of  the%5alaries  of 
the  judges.  This  Is  a  matter  that  has 
been  talked  about  for  years.  The  min- 
ister of  justice  showed  that  the  judici- 
ary of  Canada  was  the  worst  paid  In 
cne  British  empire. 

In  Victoria  and  Now  South  Wales  the 
chief  justices  get  $17,500,  in  South  Aus- 
tralia and  New  Zealand  from  $8,500  to 
$12,500.  in  other  colonies  with  mostly 
much  smaller  population  than  Canada 
from  $5,000  to  $12,000.  Therefore  the 
judges'  salaries  were  increased  from 
$1,000  to  $2,000  a  year  each. 

No  doubt  there  will  be  a  lot  of  talk 
about  this  increase  of  tlie  sessional  In- 
demnity from  $1,500  to  $2,500  among  the 
electors  during  future  elections,  partic- 
ularly  among   the    rural    electors,    who 
will  look  upon  $2,500  a  year  as  a  sum 
representing   daily  opulence   and   ease. 
They  do  not  realize,  however,  that  $1,500 
a  year  was  really  almost  niggardly  on 
the  part  of  a  beneficent  commonwealth. 
During  'the  earlier  part  of  confeder- 
ation  living  In  Ottawa  was  cheap  and 
j  at  $4  or  $5  a  week  comparative  luxury 
could  be  had,  but  mere  board  and  room,

BLINDNESS 


Menaces  the  Children  of  Eng- 
land, Says  Expert. 

London,  Aug.  18.— "There  is  lUtle  tisc 
In  trying  to  make  marksmen  If  we  ruin 
the  eyes  of  the  nation  in  childhood," 

This  statement  was  mada  at  the  public 
health  congress  by  Sir  James  Crlchton- 
Browne  during  a  discussion  of  the  alarm- 
ing Increase  of  eye  troubles  among  school 
children. 

"in  two  generations  half  the  people  will 
!•«  blind  and  the  other  half  wearing  spec- 
tacles, unless  something  is  dune  to  check 
the  injury  to  the  eyes  uf  the  children,"  he 
declared. 

The  discussion  was  ox>ened  by  Prof.  H. 
R.  Kenwood.  M.D.,  who  declared  that  on 
the  Important  question  of  the  care  of 
their  eyes  the  children  were  in  complete 
Ignorance. 

They  worked  under  bad  light  that  In- 
jured even  g^od  eyes,  he  declared,  and 
were  kept  at  work  with  eyes  that  badly 
i.trvded  expert  attention.  Hundreds  of 
them  were  even  mad«  partially  blind 
from  want  of  more  common  sense  and 
a  little  elementary  knowledge  of  the  mat- 
ter. 

Dr.  Allan  Wilson  said  that  his  exper- 
ience had  proved  to  him  that  electric 
light  did  a  large  amount  of  serious  harm 
to   ths  eyes. 

A  resolution  was  passed  to  the  effect 
that  medical  officers  of  schools  should  be 
appointed,  and  It  was  decided  tliat  the 
matter  should  t>e  brought  before  the  edu- 
cation authorities.

Removed    Large   Rocks 

and  Sawed  Three 

Big  Piling. 

Submarine  Engineer  John  Wanless 
has  completed  part  of  his  contract  for 
laying  water  and  gas  mains  across  the 
Duluth  ship  canal.  After  several  days 
of  severe  labor  by  himself  and  his  as- 
sistant, Mr.  Wanless  has  made  an 
opening  through  the  foundation  work 
of  the  north  pier,  and  has  extended 
sections  of  the  12-lnch  and  the  8-inch 
mains  through  the  opening. 

Before  Mr.  Wanless  undertook  the 
job  It  was  thought  that  a  great  deal 
of  trouble  would  be  encountered  In 
making  an  opening  through  the  north 
pier,  owing  to  the  fact  that  In  the 
cribwcrk  foundation  to  the  concrete 
superstructure  were  known  to  be  a 
large  amount  of  rcK*k  of  immense  size. 
DURculty  was  encountered,  but  not  so 
mucii  from  the  rock  as  from  the  piles, 
for  three  were  found  to  be  slightly  out 
of  line,  and  had  lo  be  sawed  off.  Work- 
ing at  a  depth  of  about  twenty-three 
feet  in  water,  and  sawing  piling  12- 
inihe.s  In  diameter,  surrounded  by  rock 
and  with  such  a  tremendous  weight 
from  above,  required  patience  and  per- 
sistence. It  took  an  entire  day  to  saw 
one  of  the  plle.«<,  as  the  weight  from 
above  pre.ssed  together  the  opening 
made  by  the  saw  as  fast  as  it  was 
made.  Assl.etant  United  States  Engin- 
eer John  Darling,  who  examined  the 
IK.rtions  of  the  piling  taken  out,  says 
they  are  in  as  good  condition  as  when 
put  in,  and  that  in  his  opinion  the 
timbers  will  remain  sound  practically 
as  long  as  the  pier  exists. 

Owing  to  the  high  water  In  the  bay 
and  canal,  because  of  the  three  days' 
northeast  wind,  the  opening  made  by 
the  diver  is  twenty-three  feet  below 
water  level.  The  opening  extends  clear 
through  the  pier  foundation,  a  distance 
of  twenty-four  feet,  and  Is  three  and 
one-half  feet  deep  by  four  feet  wide. 
The  work  of  removing  the  rock  from 
underneath  the  pier  was  conducted 
from  both  sides  of  the  structure.  On 
the  land  side  of  the  pier  the  govern- 
ment had  left  a  pipe  well,  six  feet 
square,  extending  down  to  the  bottom 
of  the  pier  and  timbered  to  the  top. 
In  this  well,  which  contains  water  to 
the  height  of  that  in  the  canal,  Mr. 
Wanless  and  his  assistant  worked  In 
turn  with  crowbar  and  tackle,  taking 
out  the  rock.  A  clam  shell  dredge  was 
used  in  the  canal  to  dig  a  large  hole 
into  which  a  large  quantity  of  the  rock 
removed  was  dumped.  Some  of  the 
rock  was  pulled  out  along  the  side  of 
the  pier  foundation  on  the  bed  of  the 
canal,  and  a  portion  of  it  will  be  used 
to  fill  in  around  the  water  and  gas 
mains,  which  are  now  in  position 
through  the  pier. 

It  Is  not  anticipated  that  the  work  of 
maKlng  a  hole  through  the  south  pier 
foundation  will  take  so  long,  for  the 
reason  that  the  rock  in  the  crib  work 
is  smaller  and  can  be  more  easily  taken 
out. 

During  the  time  the  divers  have  been 
at  work  under  the  pier  they  have  been 
watched  by  largo  and  interested 
crowds  of  people,  who,  though  they 
could  not  see  the  work  being  done 
under  water,  waited  to  see  the  divers 
coming  up  or  giving  down  as  they  took 
turns  at  the  work. 

It  Is  understood  that  there  Is  a  pros- 
pect of  the  water  and  gas  mains  being 
laid  across  the  ship  canal  In  the  very 
near  future.  It  was  at  first  planned 
to  postpone  this  work  until  the  close 
of  navigation,  but  Mr.  Wanless  Is  said 
to  be  contemplating  starting  this  work, 
and  finishing  It,  If  he  finds  he  can  do 
so.  without  Interference  from  the  boats 
as*  they  pass  in  and  out  of  the  ship 
canal.

The  tug  was  taken  out  to  the  dix:k  this 
morning  to  test  her  fighting  qualities, 
in  the  presence  of  a  number  of  the 
railway  company  afflciala,  and  the  test 
was  a  must  successful  and  satisfactory 
one. 

The  America  was  built  at  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.,  In  1897.  for  the  Hand  &  Johnson 
Tug  company,  especially  for  fire  fight- 
ing purt.oses.  When  the  Great  Lakes 
Towing  company  was  organii^od  she 
was  among  the  boats  taken  over,  and 
for  the  past  nine  years  she  has  been 
doing  efficient  fire  service  In  the  har- 
bor at  Erie.  The  America  is  a  steel 
tug.  SO  feet  long,  21-Coot  beam,  12-foot 
depth  and  123  gross  tons.  She  la  rated 
at  Al,  and  resembles  most,  of  the  har- 
bor tugs,  the  Zenith.  The  America  la 
about  three  feet  shorter,  and  a  little 
greater  beam,  than  the  Zenith,  but  the 
two  tugs  have  about  the  same  power. 

The  test  this  morning  was  conducted 
by  Thomas  Johnson  of  Cleveland,  as- 
sistant to  President  Edward  Smith  of 
the  Oreat  Lakes  Towing  company.  Ac- 
companying the  boat  was  Capt.  Her- 
bert Vroman,  loc^al  manager  for  the 
towing  company;  Vice  President  W.  A. 
McGonagle  of  the  Duluth,  Mis.sabe  & 
N.irthern  company,  Supt.  J.  W.  Krelt- 
ter.  Dock  Agent  George  Treviranus, 
Chief  Clerk  H.  A.  Rutter  and  W.  J. 
Wallace  of  Prootorknott.  superinten- 
dent of  motive  power  on  the  road. 

All  conceivable  tests  of  the  lire  ap- 
paratus of  the  tug  were  carried  out. 
The  America  has  pumps  that  throw 
more  than  1.000  gallons  of  water  per 
minute.  There  are  four  ordinary  at- 
tachments for  2>/2-lnch  hose  and  one 
stand  pipe,  all  of  which  can  he  operat- 
ed at  the  .same  time,  throwing  five 
streams,  though  the  force  is  not  great 
enough  to  fight  fire  at  any  range  with 
so  many  streams.  With  three  ordinary 
.<»treani.'<  and  the  stand  pipe  In  opera- 
tion this  morning  the  end  of  No.  3  ore 
dock  was  literally  drenched  with  water, 
from  the  water  line  to  the  top. 

No.  3  dock,  which  is  the  last  built 
and  the  highest  of  all  the  local  ore 
docks,  is  68  feet  6  inches  high 
the  standpipe  in  operation  an  inch  and 
three-quarters  stream  was  thrown  fully 
twice  the  height  of  the  dock,  with  the 
tug  far  enough  away  from  the  dock  to 
escape  If  a  portion  of  the  structure 
should  fall.  Under  310  pounds  water 
pressure  at  the  pumps,  streams  an  inch 
and  a  half  and  an  Inch  and  one- 
eighth  In  diameter  were  sent  over  the 
top  of  the  df>ck.  Thr«^e  streams  work- 
ing at  once  under  the  same  pressure 
reached  to  the  top  of  the  dock  from  a 
safe  distance  away  from  the  structure, 
throwing  a  literal  sheet  of  water 
against  the  side  and  satisfying  the 
railway  company  and  dock  officials  that 
the  tug  could  do  efficient  work  In  an 
emergency. 

The  America  will  be  Btationed  at  a 
dock   to   be  ei^peclally  built   for  her.

Philadelphia,  Aug,  18.— The  select 
branch  of  city  council  has  passed  a 
resolution  calling  for  the  appointment 
of  a  committee  of  seven,  with  full 
power  to  investigate  the  removal  of  all 
officers  and  employes  of  the  city  during 
the  last  three  months.  The  resolution 
gives  the  committee  full  power  to  sum- 
mon witnesses  and  employ  counsel  and 
such  other  assistance  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary.

Money. 


A  rumor  was  current  this  afternoon  that 
there  is  much  doubt  as  to  whether  tho 
letting  of  the  contract  for  the  pavement 
of  West  Superior  street  was  legal.  A 
number  of  the  property  owners  are  al- 
ready in  possession  of  the  report,  and  it 
has  created  much  interest. 

According  to  the  report,  the  discovery 
has  been  made  that  the  city  has  been 
considering  as  part  of  the  revolving  fund 
the  percentage  of  the  Barber  Asphalt 
company's  East  Superior  street  contract 
which  was  retained  as  a  guaranty.  The 
point  has  been  raised  that  It  cannot  be 
lightly  considered  as  such,  and  attorneys 
give  the  point  considerable  weight.
